TRIPOLL, Lebanon (R) — Three anti-Syrian gunmen were shot 
dead in the Qobbeh district of Tripoli Tuesday prompting an 
outbreak of fighting in ihe battle-scarred slum streets, Lebanese 
security sources said. In recent weeks there have been irregular 
eruptions of fighting in Tripoli involving groups opposed to Syrian 
control over northern Lebanon aod pro-Syrian factions- The out- 
breaks have been minor compared with a series of battles last 
December and January when some 2S0 people died and 1.000 
were wounded before Lebanese police moved into the affected 
areas.

Shultz, Beirut 
discuss latest 
Israeli stand 

BEIRUT (R) — U.S. Secretary of State Geo- 
rge Shultz returned here Tuesday from Isr- 
ael to put the latest Israeli proposals for wit- 
hdrawing its forces from Lebanon to Leb- 
anese leaders. 


It was his third trip to Lebanon 
in the past week in a Shuttle mis- 
sion aimed at clinching an as yet 
elusive agreement on a deal for an 
Israeli pullout to clear the way for 
the withdrawal of all foreign for- 
ces from Lebanon. 

U.S. officials said Mr. Shultz* 
and the Lebanese negotiating 
team would go over the latest ver- 
sion of a draft agreement, which 
was thrashed out in two days of 
talks with Israeli leaders, in order 
to try to bridge remaining dif- 
ferences holding up a deal. 

Reporters travelling with Mr. 
Shultz said he told them: “Things 
are coming to (he point where clo- 
sure on this is possible." 

But U.S. officials said that, if an 
agreement was not concluded this 
week, negotiations could take 
another month. They did not ela- 
borate. 

Mr. Shultz saw President Amin 
Gemayel briefly at the pre- 
sidential palace outside Beirut 
before ‘ meeting . the main Leb- 
anese negotiating team led by 
Prime Minister Shafiq A! Wazzan. 

' Stale Department spokesman . 
John Hughes told reporters after 
Mr. Shultz's initial two- hour ses- 
sion with Lebanese officials that 
he expected the secretary to rem- 
ain in Beirut Tuesday night as' 
talks seemed likely to go on late. 

Mr. Hughes said the first 30 
minuiesof T uesday morning's ses- 
sion were taken up with a briefing 
by Foreign Minister Elie Salem on 
his trip to Damascus Monday to 
discuss progress in the withdrawal 
talks with Syrian President Hafez 
AI .Assad and Foreign Minister 
Abdul Halim Khaddam. 

Syria has some 40,01)0 Soviet- 
equipped troops in northern and 
eastern Lebanon confronting Isr- 
ael's forces here. In addition, 
(i.f It >0 Palestinian fighters are sta- 
tioned in territory under overall 
Syrian control. 

Mr. Khaddam said after mee- 
ting Mr. Salem that Syria, which 
has pledged to pull its men out of 


Lebanon if there were a total Isr- 
aeli withdrawal, would not act if it 
saw any “Israeli gains” in a wit- 
hdrawal agreement 

Mr. Shultz, who visited Egypt 
before he began his Lebanon - 
Israel shuttle, has said he would 
like to go to Syria. But U.S. off- 
icials said he was unlikely to do so 
unless he had concrete proposals 
for an Israeli pull-out to put to Mr. 
Assad. 

Diplomats in Damascus said 
Syria was likely to regard any pro- 
vision in a withdrawal agreement 
for a residual Israeli presence in 
southern Lebanon, as Israel has 
sought, as an unacceptable “Isr- 
aeli gain." 

In addition, they said. Syria 
would reject a role in southern 
Lebanon for renegade Lebanese 
army Major Saad Haddad and his 
Israeli-backed militia, as Israel 
also wants. 

But Israeli officials, who dec- 
lined to be named, told reporters 
in Israel Tuesday as Mr. Shultz left 
for Beirut that progress had been 
made on all issues still dividing 
Israel and. Lebanon, in the four- , 
month-old negotiations. 1 

They cited the role of U.N. for- 
ces in South Lebanon, the est- 
ablishment of joint Israeli- 
Lebanese supervising teams to 
monitor the agreement, and the 
free movement of goods and peo- 
ple between the two countries as 
areas in which progress had been 
made. 

After meeting Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir and Def- 
ence Minister Moshe Arens, Mr. 
Shultz said Tuesday: “I think now 
we have a good clear notion of 
where we can go in these dis- 
cussions." 

In his statement Tuesday. For- 
eign Minister Salem said: “I bel- 
ieve we are now at a stage where 
we should also be talking to other 
Arab states and be consulting with 
them.” 

He did not specify which states | 
he meant.

Hussein tours Jordan Valley 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty 
King Hussein, accompanied by 
His Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan and senior Jordanian lea- 
ders. Tuesday visited the Jordan 
Valley and inspected various pro- 
jects being implemented there by 
the Jordan Valiev Authority 
(JVA). 

The King also opened a number 
of new projects and handed over 
title deeds of new agricultural 
units to farmers in the region. 

The King’s tour of the region 
started with a visit to Al Muk- 
haybeh area where J V A President 
Mumher Haddadin made a wel- 
coming speech, praising the King's - 
continuous support for JVA pro- 
jects. 

Commenting on the area's dri- 
nking water needs. Dr. Haddadin 
said that the JVA has developed a 
number of wells in Lhe region, and 
that a new well discovered last 
June. AI Mukhaybeh well, will 
contribute to fulfilling the needs of 
irbid Governorate. The req- 
uirement, he said, is estimated at 
38 million cubic metres until the 
year 2000. 

The King handed over awards 
to a number of personnel working 
at the Al Mukhaybeh project and 
inspected the operation of the pro- 
ject. 

King Hussein and his ent- 
ourage. which included Prime 
Minister Mudar Bad ran. Royal. 
Court Chief Ahmad Al Lawzi, 
Chief Chamberlain Prince Ra'd 
Ibn Zaid. Armed Forces 
Commander- in-Chief Lt.-Geu. 


Sharif Zaid Ibn Shaker and a 
number of senior officials, later 
visited ihe North . Shuneh Girls 
Secondary School and toured its 
various sections. 

At Wadi Araba. the King ina- 
ugurated a new water project des- 
igned to contribute to fulfilling the 
drinking water needs of Irbid 
Governorate. 

The new well is expected to 
pump over 20 million cubic metres 
of water to various parts of the 
governorate. It includes a major 
pipeline network with three pum- 
ping stations and a 110,000- 
cubic-metre water tank near Irbid. 

The JD 1* ; mi’Hon project, 
which also includes water storage 
facilities, and a water purification 
plant, is expected to be completed 
by 1984. 

The King also visited the Wadi 
AJ Araba dam. which is expected 
to irrigate an area of 12,500 dun- 
ums of agricultural land in the nor- 
thern parts of the Jordan Valley. 

The dam's storage capacity is 
estimated at 9. 1 million cubic met- 
res. On completion in 1984. the 
dam will form a lake, two kil- 
ometres long and 300 metres in 
width and is estimated to cost JD 
9.7 million. 

The King also inspected work 
currently under way to expand the 
dam with the aim of increasing its 
storage capacity to 20 million 
cubic metres to irrigate 28,000 
dunums of land by modern met- 
hods. 

The King then visited hot water 
wells in northern Shuneh and the 


Abu Ubaydeh Hospital in Wadi 
AI Yabis. 

At Al Qarn in Wadi Al Yabis 
the King inaugurated a marketing 
centre which will render mar- 
keting services to the farmers in 
the Jordan Valley. 

The King also inaugurated the 
Deir Alla - Amman drinking 
water project, which is considered 
one of the biggest drinking water 
projects in the country. The pro- 
ject is expected to be completed in 
early 1 985 and a major 1, 200-inch 
water pipeline will be installed to 
pump water from Deir Alla to 
.Amman. Furthermore, a major 
water tank with a storage capacity 
of 246,000 cubic metres will be 
constructed in Suweileh area in 
addition to a water purification 
plant in Zayy as well as five pum- 
ping stations and power lines to 
operate the pumping and pur- 
ification stations. 

The project, which is estimated 
to cost JD 38 million, will provide 
45 million cubic metres of water 
per year to cover drinking water 
■ needs of Amman and Al Balqa 
Governorate. 

The King then visited a model 
farm in Deir AUa where modern 
methods of production are used. 
At a ceremony in Ma'adi area, the 
King handed over title deeds of 
new agricultural units to fanners. 

At another ceremony at AJ Kuf- 
rain. the King also handed over 
title deeds of new agricultural 
units to farmers. Fifty fanners 
obtained title deeds in Ma'adi and 
Al Kufrain at the two ceremonies. 


King’s letter to Tunis 
details threats to Arabs 


TUNIS (Petra) — His Majesty 
King Hussein has sent a message 
to Tunisian President Habib Bou- 
rguiba dealing with the current 
Arab and international situation 
and the “dangers facing the area 
as a result of Israel continued 
colonalisation of the occupied 
Palestinian lands and the eva- 
cuation of its residents. Foreign 
Minister Marwan Al Qasera, who 
delivered the message to Mr. Bou- 
rguiba on Tuesday, told the Tunis 
-correspondent of the Jordanian 
News Agency, Petra. 

Mr. Qasem said that such a pol- 
icy would “inflict harm on Pal- 
estinian and Arab interests and 
pose a danger to the Arab Nat- 
ion." 

Mr. Qasem added that during 
his meeting with President Bou- 
rguiba, the Tunisian leader made a 
“realistic and objective analysis" 
of the issues raised in the message, 
and that Tunisian views were ide- 
ntical with those of Jordan. 

President Bourguiba expressed 
his “appreciation of King Hus- 
sein's continuous efforts to save 
the Palestinian people and lands 
from the yoke of occupation,” Mr. 
Qasem said. 

Mr. Qasem’ s meeting with Pre- 
sident Bourguiba was attended by 
Tunisian Foreign Minister Albaji 


Al Qaf d Al Sebsi and Jordanian 
Ambassador to Tunis Nabih Al 
Nirar. 

Later Tuesday. Mr. Qasera dis- 
cussed with Mr. Sebsi bilateral 
relations and the current Arab sit- 
uation. . 

In a statement to newsmen fol- 
lowing the meeting, Mr. Qasem 
said Jordan is committed to all 
Arab summit resolutions on Pal- 
estine starting from the 1974 
Rabat summit and ending with the 
Fez summit in 1 982. 

Asked about the contents of 
King Hussein's message to Pre- 
sident Bourguiba, Mr. Qasem said 
it “explains the Jordanian position 
towards the current situation in 
the Middle East and the dangers 
posed by the continued Israeli set- 
tlement of the occupied West 
Bank and the evacuation of Pal- 
estinian residents." 

Mr. Oasem said his mission in 
Tunisia is to explain the new dev- 
elopments in the area beginning 
.from the Israeli invasion of Leb- 
anon last year Lodate. 

Mr. Qasem said he also met 
with Arab League Secretary Gen- 
eral Chadli Klibi. and was briefed 
on his assessment and views of the 
current situation. 

Mr. Qasem returned to Amman 
Tuesday evening. 


CAEU, Somalia sign 
statistics agreement 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Council 
of Arab Economic Unity (.CAEU) 
will render technical assistance to 
Somalia to conduct its population 
census in 1985, according to an 
agreement signed here Tuesday. 

Under Ihe terms of the agr- 
eement, the assistance will include 
setting up statistical offices, pre- 
paring training programmes for 
Somali personnel as well pro- 


viding them with technical equ- 
ipment. 

The agreement, the sixth of its 
kind to be signed between the 
CAEU and Somalia, was signed 
on behalf of the council by its 
Secretary-General, Mahdi Al 
Ubaydi, and Somalia's Central 
Statistics Department Director 
Genera! Awl Fareh, for the cou- 
ntry. 


Iranian shelling killed 
50 civilians, Iraq says 


BAGHDAD (R) — More than 50 
Iraqi civilians were killed or wou- 
nded when Iranian forces shelled 
the town of Zubayr, near Basrah, 
in southern Iraq last week, a civil 
defence official was quoted Tue- 
sday as saying. 

According to the AJ Jumhoriya 
newspaper, the official said the 
Iranians shelled ZubayT 13 times, 
killing 17 civilians and wounding 
39. 

Zubayr lies about 10 kil- 


ometres southwest of Basrah 
port on the Shatt Al Arab wat- 
erway. 

The civil defence official was 
quoted as saying that 13 houses 
and 20 shops had been destroyed 
in the town, which has a pop- 
ulation of several thousand. 

An Iraqi military spokesman in 
Baghdad said Monday Iraq would 
retaliate if Iran continued to shell 
civilian installations.

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Malaysia attacks ‘hypocrisy’ of Israel’s supporters 


KUALA LUMPUR <R) — Mal- 
aysian Prime Minister Datuk Seri 
Mahathir Mohammad Tuesday 
attacked supporters of Israel for 
what he called hypocrisy and dou- 
ble standards and called on them 
to apply pressure on Tel Aviv to 
cease its intransigence. 

The Malaysian leader, in a key- 
note opening address to a regional 
conference on Palestine, said the 
world community had to stand 
firm in upholding a basic principle 
that aggression was no solution to 
racial or national conflicts. 

“The supporters of Israel, who 
claim to be champions of human 


rights, must now forsake hyp- 
ocrisy and double standards and 
effectively apply pressure on the 
Israeli regime to cease its int- 
ransigence and belligerency Dr. 
Mahathir said. 

About 300 delegates from nea- 
rly 40 countries are attending the 
five-day United Nations- 
sponsored conference, the last of 
four regional preparatory con- 
ferences for a U.N. international 
conference in Paris in August- 

Mr. Mahathir said the world 
community, if it was committed to 
the principle of freedom and self- 


gpvemmenu had to see to it that 
the Palestinians regained their 
rights to an independent state of 
their own. 

Mr. Mahathir said it was imm- 
oral for a handful of nations at the 
U.N. to ask the Palestinian people 
or the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) to acquiesce to 
pre-conditions that amounted to 
surrender. 

“It is even more wrong to refuse 
to recognise the PLO because of 
some acts of terror by people who 
claim to be its members, even 
more so when the chief of the Isr- 


aeli terrorist movement is now 
recognised as the prime minister 
of Israel." he added. 

“It is this double standard that 
has led to the (Beirut) massacres 
at Sabra and Shatilla," he added. 

The conference, which has 
taken as its theme “Palestine and 
World Politics." is aimed at pro- 
moting greater awareness of Pal- 
estinian rights and will pass on its 
deliberations to the Paris meeting. 

The PLO have sent a strong 
delegation and 14 foreign min- 
isters from the Asia-Pacific region 
are attending. 


France backs independent 
Kampuchea, blasts rebels 


Athens insists 
on full control 
over Aegean 

ATHENS (R) — Greek Prime 
Minister Andreas Papandreou 
said Tuesday a North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation (NATO) 
command could be set up in Gre- 
ece under a 1980 agreement only 
after the alliance restored to Gre- 
ece full operational control in the 
Aegean. 

He told reporters that NATO 
headquarters and Turkey were 
still insisting that operational con- 
trol be shared out through neg- 
otiations after and not before the 
proposed command was set up in 
Larisa, northern Greece. 

But Mr. Papandreou said he 
was not optimistic that Greece and 
i NATO couki reach an early agr- 
eements the rommand. “For the 
lime being, l do not see a very rosy 

outlook for the settlement of this 
issue," he said. 


PEKING (R) — President Fra- 
ncois Mitterrand Tuesday con- 
demned Vietnam's occupation of 
Kampuchea but also criticised the 
Chinese-backed Khmer Rouge 
who are fighting to regain power 
m Phnom Penh. 

Speaking at a state banquet on 
the first day of his visit to China, 
Mr. Mitterrand described Kam- 
puchea's former Khmer Rouge 
rulers as a “bloody and, to our 
eyes, inexcusable regime." 

He told his host, Premier Zhao 
Ziyang, that France would b3ck 
efforts to restore independence, 
peace and neutrality to Kam- 
puchea. but saw the withdrawal of 
Vietnamese troops and free ele- 
ctions under international control 
as the only solution. 

China and France have recently 
differed publicly over the policy to 
adopt towards Hanoi" s occupation 
of Kampuchea, and the issue had 
been expected to dominate Mr. 


Mitterrand's talks here with Chi- 
nese leaders. 

Mr. Mitterrand also spoke out 
on the other topic expected to 
loom large in the talks — the pos- 
sible transfer of French advanced 
technology to China. 

He said France jealously gua- 
rded hs military and technological 
independence, but was ready to 
offer China “a bold industrial 
cooperation.... to ensure that hs 
independence too cannot be cal- 
led into question.'* 

The president also said that dur- 
ing his four-day stay, French off- 
icials would discuss the possible 
sale to China of advanced Mirage 
2000 combat planes. 

However, his bknquet speech 
was dominated by Kampuchea, an 
end to whose suffering he said 
France would love to see. 

China fiercely opposed Vie- 
tnam's 1979 move into Kam- 
puchea. 


Thais sceptical 
of Vietnamese 
withdrawal 

BANGKOK (RJ —Thailand said 
Tuesday it was too early to judge 
whether the withdrawal of Vie- 
tnamese troops from Phnom Penh 
would lead to an easing of tension 
along its border with Kampuchea. 

Foreign Minister Siddhi Sav- 
etsila also told reporters that Tha- 
iland might consider negotiations 
with Hanoi if Vietnam moved its 
forces at least 30 kilometres from 
the ill-defined border. 

He spoke after Vietnam 
reported that it had begun to wit- 
hdraw one division and six bri- 
gades and regiments from Kam- 
puchea under an agreement rea- 
ched by the three Indochina 
states— Vietnam, Kampuchea and 
Laos. 

They left after an elaborately 
Staged ceremony and foreign jou- 
rnalists in Phnom Penh said about 
1,500 Vietnamese troops were 
involved.

DAMASCUS (R) — Syrian Pre- 
sident Hafez Al Assad received 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat in 
Damascus Tuesday, the first time 
they had met formally since Sep- 
tember, a presidential spokesman 
said. 

Relations have been strained 
between Mr. Arafat and the Syr- 
ian leader because Damascus 
opposed Mr. Arafat's talks with 
Joitian on a possible join! app- 
roach to Middle East peace eff- 
orts, diplomats here said. 

Mr. Arafat has been in Dam- 
ascus since Sunday for meetings of 
PLO military chiefs. 

The last time the two men met 
for talks' was in September, after 
the evacuation of PLO forces from 
Beirut following Israel's invasion 
of Lebanon. 

They saw each other again when 
Mr. Arafat briefly embraced Mr. 
Assad after the latter made a spe- 
ech to the non-aligned summit 
conference in New Delhi in 
March. 

The Palestinian news agency 
WAFA, in a Damascus-datelined 
dispatch issued in Nicosia, said the 
Arafat-Assad meeting lasted four 
hours in "an atmosphere of fri- 
endship and brotherhood." 

The two men discussed recent 
developments in the region, “inc- 
luding Israeli concentrations and 
provocations against the Syrian 
and Palestinian forces in the 
Bekaa and northern Lebanon," 
WAFA reported. 


KUWAIT (R) — Iran has reached 
an understanding with six Gulf 
states on how to tackle a massive 
oil slick caused by damaged Ira- 
nian wells at the head of the Gulf. 
Iran's Ambassador to Kuwait Ali 
Shams Ardekani said Tuesday. 

Mt. Shares told Reuters by tel- 
ephone his country and six mem- 
bers of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council (GCC) bad reached an 
understanding which entailed the 
creation of a demilitarised zone 
near Iran's Nowtuz oilfield where 
the shattered oil wells are located. 

Mr. Shares said Iran together 
with Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Bah- 
rain. Oman, Qatar and the United 
Arab Emirates also agreed repair 
work should be supervised by the' 
Kuwait-based Regional Org- 
anisation for the Protection of the 
Environment which groups the 
eight littoral states. 

Iran is this year's chairman of 
the organisation and the amb- 
assador has presided over three 
abortive meetings here in the last 
five weeks to find a solution to the 


MOSCOW (R) — Soviet leader 
Yuri Andropov Tuesday said he 
was ready to count not only mis- 
siles and planes but numbers of 
warheads in an East- West accord 
on limiting medium-range nuclear 
systems in Europe. 

Mr. Andropov, speaking at a 
Kremlin dinner for visiting East 
German party chief Erich Hon- 
ecker, described the offer as a new 
proposal designed to meet Wes- 
tern objections to Moscow's neg- 
otiating position. 

Western diplomats said the sta- 
tement appeared to be the first 


slick crisis. 

He said the Iranian position was 
conveyed in a message to Kuwaiti 
Prime Minister Sheikh Sabah AI 
Ahmad Al Sabah. 

Iraq has offered a limited cea- 
sefire in the Nowruz area, but Iran 
has repeatedly said this was an 
inappropriate formula. 

It was not clear whether the 
ambassador's comment meant the 
two sides were closer to an agr- 
eement. 

Efforts to reach a political acc- 
ord on the issue have failed so far 
amid political wrangling between 
Iran and Iraq, locked in the Gulf 
war now in its 32nd month. 

An estimated 2.000 to 8,000 
barrels of oil a day have been pou- 
ring from the damaged wells into 
Gulf waters. 

Officials in Qatar nearly 300 
miles from the Nowruz field said 
lumps of congealed oil, possibly 
from the slick, had been washed 
onto the state's northern coast and 
work was continuing to clear the 
beaches.

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Seminar on the role of women in Jordan’s labour market commemorates International Labour Day

AMMAN - A seminar on 
-Women's Contribution to Jor- 
dan's Labour Force” held to 

commemorate International Lab- 
our Day was held Monday at the 
Amman Chamber of Industry. 

Three papers were prepared for 
the seminar, by Minister of Lab- 
our Jawad A1 Anani. National 
Consultative Council Member 
Laila Al Sharaf and Dr. Zaki Ai 
Ayoubi. a businessman. 

Dr. Anani's paper was read by a 
club member and moderator of 
the seminar Tujan Faisal in the 
absence of the minister who was 
unable to attend having been urg- 
ently called away to Switzerland. 

TTic seminar, which was org- 
anised by the Amman Club for 
Business and Professional 
Women, was opened by Mrs. Hind 
Abdul Jaber. the club's president. 

In the opening speech. Mrs. 
Abdul Jaber pointed out that the 
seminar is only one of the act- 
ivities which the club carries out. 

She said that the club aims at 
motivating and encouraging Jor- 
danian women to cany out their 
responsibilities both in society and 
in utilising their professional cap- 
abilities. 

She added that “our aim is to 
find job opportunities for women 
and involve them in the social, pol- 
itical and economic aspects of 
life.” 

In briefing the seminar on the 
club's future activities, Mrs. 
Abdul Jaber pointed out that the 
club is currently conducting a sur- 
vey on “women's contribution in 
commercial, agricultural and ind- 
ustrial development”. 

The study, she said, is being 


undertaken in cooperation with 
the ministries of social dev- 
elopment and labour. 

“I believe that the women's 
contribution to the labour force 
has becoming a reality witnessed 
by the various sectors of industry, 
commerce, agriculture, education, 
banking and in other professions. 

Dr. Jawad Al Anani said in his 
paper that Jordan is currently inv- 
esting a lot of money to build up ' 
the female labour pool. The ratio 
of girls studying at preparatory 
schools is only a little bit less than 
the boys, while in the secondary 
phase. 45 per cent of the students 
are girls.” 

However, he pointed out. at Lhe 
university level, the ratio becomes 
less for a variety of reasons. Nev- 
ertheless, Jordanian universities 
are open for women, aod no less 
than 40 per cent of university stu- 
dents are females. At the school of 
pharmacy at the University of 
Jordan, for instance. “I believe, 
there are only four males,” he 
said. 

At the community college level, 
the ratio of girls becomes less and 
goes down below 25 per cent of 
the total students at these colleges. 
As for intermediate vocational 
training, he added females con- 
stitute a small ratio which is not 
above 15 per cent.” 

“If we add up these figures to 
reach an approximate total." he 
said, “discover that general spe- 
nding on investment in women 
alone in the country is no less than 
JD 45 million." 

His paper went to estimate the 
number of working women at 
40,000; most of whom are emp- 
loyed in clerical and office work. 
A woman's average annual inc- 
ome is estimated at JD 1,200 mak- 


ing the total annual income of 
working women around JD 50 
million, he said. 


This represents a new economic 
power for women, which cannot 
be overlooked, he stressed. Nev- 
ertheless, the total income obt- 
ained by women is more than is 
represented in these wages, be 
said . 1 ‘ Some of them own shares in 
shareholding companies, others 
own property; most of them own 
movable or immovable property 
particularly through inheritance,” 
be explained. 


kbone” of government dep- 
artments. companies and ent- 
erprises, while some own real est- 
ate, and shares, he said. 


“I would also like to emphasise, 
under the present difficult eco- 
nomic conditions, the significance 
of the economic role of women 
and its impact on shaping the fut- 
ure of Jordan”, he said. The role 
of women will certainly become 
more important in the future, bec- 
ause of the growing role of women 
in the financial, labour and bus- 
iness markets”, he concluded. 


“A phenomenon worth stu- 
dying” he observed, is the eme- 
rgence of the business-women; a 
profession which has previously 
been monopolised by men. Tho- 
ugh it is difficult to assess the inc- 
ome acquired from these bus- 
inesses, it is no less than JD 25 
million,” he estimated. Women in 
Jordan, he went on to say, acquire 
an annual income of around JD 75 
million, or the equivalent of 8 per 
cent of the government’s total 
spendable income. 

However, “we should bear in 
mind that the women's income in 
Jordan is more than J D 75 million, 
because there are women who 
receive money from their hus- 
bands working abroad” he poi- 
nted out “Furthermore, there is 
currently a trend towards letting 
women take charge of the hou- 
sehold budget and the ensuing 
spending. Consequently, women 
now decide on no less than one 
third of the spendable income in 
Jordan, amounting to a total of JD 
300 million.” 

The economic power of women 
is most apparent in those who 
work for a living, where women 
play a role in decision-making. 
They often constitute the “bac- 


Mrs. Sharaf said that it is very 
tempting to be self-congratulatory 
about the contribution of women 
to the labour force. It would be 
very easy, she said, firstly “ to dis- 
cuss the advances in the rights of 
working women and the imp- 
ortant role played by such women 
in national development.” 

Secondly, she added, it would 
be nice to tbe numbers of working 
women, and their rising ratios in 
the labour force. However, she 
stated, “I will not surrender to 
such a tempting discussion.” 

She explained that the women's 
role in national development has 
become a reality only because it 
has been imposed by the current 
conditions of necessity. “I„am not 
going to treat this subject . sta- 
tistically, but by giving the main 
principles involved in the women’s 
contribution to the labour force.” 

She said that women's work 
potential used to exist rigidly wit- 
hin the framework of the given 
social structure. “Roles were very 
clear and acceptable, and all 
women were satisfied and proud 
of what they were doing,” she exp- 
lained. 

A scientific study, she pointed 
out, had never been undertaken to 


assess the benefits or setbacks of 
female employment on the social 
structure. ‘’This framework has 
since been altered by the eco- 
nomic conditions which have inc- 
reasingly necessitated that women 
must work,” she said. 

Mrs. Sharaf said that the fact 
that women gained education and 
travelled to other countries are 
also factoxs that “broadened their 
knowledge and increased their 
independence.” 

The second principle that Mis. 
Sharaf went on to name was that 
of motherhood. “In our society 
the term is holy only in name and 
special attention is rarely paid to 
the needs of the mother if she 
needs to find employment." 

She stressed that to preserve the 
role of motherhood,' especially 
when the mother is also con- 
tributing in the labour force, there 
“should be broad, accompanying 
facilities to ensure that working 
mothers enjoy their proper 
rights.” 

“In this regard the est- 
ablishment of nursery schools,” 

' she said, “is a positive trend that 
does not go far enough.” 

Mrs. Sharaf emphasised that the 
old traditions and customs, which 
grew up as a result of the old pre- 
vailing social conditions, are not in 
compliance with our current 
needs. As such we should do eve- 
rything in our power to instigate a 
“new scientific approach” to cha- 
nge them. 

Tbe family, she emphasised, is 
most important in the pre- 
servation of our Islamic and Arab 
society. 

Mrs. Sharaf continued that the 
family is the nucleus of society, 
and if shaken, will result in the 
corruption of the whole society. 
“What is required nowadays, is. 


to leave behind the role imposed 
upon women, in our society so as 
to facilitate national development 
without the incumbrcnce of any 
archaic restrictions,” she said 

While women, Mrs. Sharaf 
added, should prove their ability 
in contributing effectively to the 
society and hence to the Labour 
force, society, on the other hand 
should look objectively at women 
and help rather than obstruct 
them in their efforts to realise 
their full potential. 

She concluded that all these 
changes could be achieved if the 
future generations of both sexes 
were brought up to respect the 
role of the modern women. 

Dr. Ayoubi started off by saying 
“I believe that the topic under dis- 
cussion is one of the most imp- 
ortant subjects for manpower 
developments at the local, reg- 
ional and international levels.” 

He pointed out that “building 
up our own labour potential is one 
of the most important ideas that 
we have striven for in the last few 
years.” “We have often heard 
much about the strategic imp- 
ortance of building our own ind- 
ividual self -strength, but we have 
rarely heard anything on how to 
build Jordan's self-strength and 
how an average Jordanian citizen 
can contribute,” be said. 

Self-strength, he emphasised is 
not only restricted to the military 
arena but as part of socio- 
economic development is an ind- 
ispensable phase” in the att- 
ainment of this. 

In order to fulfil the potential of 
Jordanian society, he added it is- 
vital to increase both production, 
and labour productivity. “Among 
the most important ways to pro- 
mote national production is to inc- 
rease the woman's contribution to 


the country's labour force.” he 
went on to say. “Hence,” Dr. 
Ayoubi added “it is fair to say 
that the Jordanian woman is the 
key to increasing production in 
Jordan over the coining twenty 
years.” 

He stressed that his words were 
not luxury talk but “an urgent 
necessity to combat difficult pro- 
blems in the drive for the mob- 
ilisation of social forces in Jor- 
dan.” 

Referring to the contribution of 
women in the economic activity of 
the country, Dr. Ayoubi said that, 
according to statistics published in 
1967, tbe numbeis of women bet- 
ween the ages of 15 to 64 working 
in Jordan was S.4 per cent. And 
this figure probably und- 
erestimated the actual total &s it 
does not include women’s par- 
ticipation in the agricultural sec- 
. tor, he added 

He pointed out that the lack of 
data available in the agricultural 
sector leads to difficulty in ass- 
essing the real total of female emp- 
loyment. 

Dr. Ayoubi pointed out that 
there is also no reliable data on the 
average number of women in the 
workforce after 1976, and “tho- 
ugh a population census has been 
undertaken in 1979, its results 
have not been disclosed.” Thus, 
he said we only have rough com- 
parative figures at the pan-Arab 
leveL 

We do know from this com- 
parison that in Jordan the per- 
centage of women in the labour 
force is higher than in most other 
countries, although both Lebanon 
and Tunisia had a higher pro- 
portion than Jordan. 

Dr. Ayoubi pointed out that 
there are many factors that affect 
the contribution of women in Jor- 


dan's economic activity. Acc- 
ording to a thesis produced by fcsa 
Masarwah, be said, female emp- 
loyment has been constant within 
certain age groups for tbe past 20 
years with the age group of 20 - 3 o 
years providing tbe bulk of women 
employed in the labour force. 

Social status is another factor 
that affects women's par- 
ticipation, he pointed out 

The number of children per 
family also has a reciprocal ri|. 
ationship on the participation or 
women with “the higher tbe num- 
ber,, the less the participation,’' he 
said. 

Education, however, he pointed 
out, has a positive impact. He said 
that women obtaining education 
up to degree level axe more likely 
to work. . 

Cultural factors also contribute 
to the Level of women's par- 
ticipation, with factors “such as 
religion, social values 'and dis- 
ciplines," being important he 
said. But he pointed out society’s 
view of working women is also 
changmg aU the time. 

In Dr. Ayoubfs opinion, skills 
that will be required from women 
in the coming 20 years will be the 


languages, computer science, and. 
administrative skills. 


Dr. Ayoubi/ concluded by cal- 
ling for more statistical studies to 
be conducted to deal directly with 
issues relating to the participation 
of women, and suggested that 
“women should take part in the 
design and execution of these stu- 
dies.” 

The floor was then opened for 
debate, during which Princess 
Wijdan participated in the dis- 
cussion. and Dr. Tayseer Abdul 
Jaber, under-secretary in the Min- 
istry of Labour, answered que- 
stions on behalf of Dr. Anani 
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^chineseJ-

justice amongst all states. 

Other topics to be discussed inc- 
lude bow to enhance and improve 
educational, training and emp- 
loyement opportunities for young 
people, particularly in Third 
World countries. 

The issues of trade, finance, and 
the transfer of technology will also 
be discussed. 

Speaker Tarawa eh said the 
Arab block submitted a resolution 
to the conference calling for the 
condemnation of Israel's invasion 
of Lebanon, and for its immediate 
withdrawal from that country's 
territories. 

The resolution also holds Israel 
responsible for the massacre of 
Palestinian refugees at the Sabra 


and Shatila camps. It also calls for 
Israel's withdrawal from all the 
Arab territories occupied in the 
1967 war. the removal of Israeli 
settlements, and an end to the 
oppressive, inhumanitarian acts 
which Israel is today carrying out 
in the occupied territories. 

Speaker Tarawneh said the res- 
olution also calls for the est- 
ablishment of a just and com- 
prehensive peace in the Middle 
East, the recognition of the Pal- 
estinian people's right lo self- 
determination and the est- 
ablishment of an independent 
state on their national soil under 
the leadership of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 

The resolution also calls for the 
recognition of the Fez summit res- 
olutions as a basic step towards a 
just solution of the Middle East 
problem, and appeals to other 
countries not to cooperate with 
Israel as long as it insists on a pol- 
icy of non implementation of the 
United Nations resolutions, Mr. 
Tarawneh concluded.

The team, which was composed 
of nine gymnasts, arrived in 
Amman Wednesday April 27 for a 
week -longL visit to Jordan at the 
invitation of the Jordanian Gym- 
nastics Federation. 

The Romanian' gymnasts gave 
several superb performances dur- 
ing their visit, the first of which 
was Thursday April 28 in the 
gymnastics hall inside Al Hussein 
Sports City in the presence of His 
Majesty King Hussein, Her Maj- 
esty Queen Noor, high ranking 
officials and more than 3,000 spe- 
ctators. 

Speaking to the Jordan Times, 
through the Romanian coach Oct- 
avian Bellu at the Jordan Int- 
ercontinental Hotel, the int- 
ernational superstar Nadia Com- 
aneci said that Jordan is different 
from European countries.” the 
people are very kind and eager to 
know iJl about gymnastics.” 

The Romanian coach continued 
to praise the Jordanian public who 
showed their great interest in 
gymnastics by coming in tho- 
usands to watch the Romanian 
team, especially Nadia. 

With reference to the Jordanian 


Gymnastics Federation Mr. Bellu 
said “It is very hard to start a fed- 
eration but, although the Jor- 
danian federation does not have 
the most modern equipment, they 
have been very much interested to 
learn from us." 

He continued to say that the 
federation did Us best to arrange 
all the events in a similar way to 
world class competitions. 

World class 

Throughout the world, the 
Romanian team is regarded as a 
world class team in the same vein 
as the Soviet Union, Chinese and 
American teams. 

During the last {wo Olympic 
games m Montreal and Moscow, 
the Romanian athletes, especially 
Nadia Comaneci, have excelled in 
their performances in a way that 
overshadowed most other int- 
ernational athletes. 

Commenting on the two Oly- 
mpic events. Nadia said that her 
performance in Moscow in 19SD 
was much better than the one in 
Montreal in 1976. 

"In Montreal 1 was competing 
with gymnasts who were at the end 
of their career, while in Moscow 
the competition was very strong. 
Winning two gold medals in Mos- 
cow was better than as the awards 
at Montreal.'' 

The 21 -year-old Romanian star 
began gymnastics at the age of six 
at a sporting club in Onesht, which 
is 300 kilometres away from Buc- 
harest. She sored into int- 
ernational stardom at the Eur- 


opean Championship in Skien in 
1975. 

Asked about her plans for the 
1984 Los Angeles Olympic 
Games, Nadia said that at the 
moment she is very much involved 
with her studies, and she is not 
thinking about the forthcoming 
Olympic Games. She did point out 
though that she is still continuing 
her normal training which aroo- 
untsrto four hours a day. 

She is in her third year at the 
Sports University of Bucharest, 
and has one year left before she 
graduates. 

After finishing her studies, 
Nadia intends to be a coach or an 
international gymnastics judge. 

Close competition 

Commenting on the for- 
thcoming Olympic Games Coach 
Bellu said that there are several 
teams which are currently hitting a 
very high standard. Indeed there is 
nothing to choose between many 
of them, including the Romanian 
team, all of whom are capable of 
superb performance. 

“The Soviet Union, Chinese, 
Romanian and American teams 


will all fight very hard to win the 
top place as any one of these cou- 
ntries have a chance to win in 
1 984," Bellu said. 

“Just like any other national 
coach. I hope that we (the Rom- 
anian team) will again take first 
place in the 1 984 Olympics.” 

According to Mr. Bellu, times 
have changed. Ten years ago the 
Soviet Union dominated gym- 
anastics, then the Romanian gym- 
nasts took the first place, "but now 
there are three or more teams 
from different countries that hold 
the primary position.” 

“The competition in Los Ang- 
eles will be very stiff and it is veiy 
difficult to predict which national 
team will win," Mr. Bellu added. 

According to the Romanian 
coach, the team has two possible 
winners in Ekaterina Sabo and 
Lavinia Gake, who both rook part 
in the last world championship in 
Moscow. They will both par- 
ticipate in the European Gym- 
nastics Championship which is 
scheduled to take place during this 
month. 

Evaluating the Romanian team, 
Mr. Bellu, with an optimistic tone, 
said: “we have the potential to 
win.”

Towards a new industrial policy 


The Jordanian industrial sector 
is going through difficult limes 
creating concern among Jor- 
danian government officials 
and private businessmen. Con- 
sequently. a full day meeting 
was held lust Saturday (April 
50, '85 in which the problems 
of Jordan's industry and their 
solutions were assessed at 
length. However, this com- 
mentary was written prior to 
that meeting. 

There are indications of the 
difficulties faced by the ind- 
ustrial sector. The industrial 
production index of January 
and February. 1983. is 16 per 
cent lower than that of Dec- 
ember 19-S3. Private inv- 
estments in industrial projects 
have been low except in capital 
subscriptions of large mixed 
projects, industrial exports are 
facing shrinking markets abr- 
oad. particularly in Iraq. The 
share price index for industry 
has been on the decrease to a 
level lower than that of 1980. 


Secondary effects will result 
from these developments if a 
new industrial policy is not eff- 
ected. With lower demand, 
industrial production tends to 
slow down further. Labour 
lay-offs would result as well as 
lower profitability. Then, less 
private investment would be 
directed to industry which is 
not in line with the main obj- 
ective of Jordan's development 
planning; namely, the enh- 
ancement of commodity sec- 
tors in restructuring the eco- 
nomy. 

A new industrial policy sho- 
uld be enforced to assist local 
industries and enable them to 
stand firmly on their feet. Ind- 
eed. policy-making should 
always be dynamic and active. 
This applies most to ind- 
ustrialization in a developing 
country where investment 
opportunities in trade and 
other services are more pro- 
fitable with a better chance of 
tax deduction. 


What then should be done? 
Necessary policies may be 
known by the government off- 
icials concerned. But what is 
. lacking is a decisive approach 
to pursue these policies, and 
enact them as a package. A. 
new industrial policy should 
include the following over-all 
guidelines; 

1) Reorganisation of the 
Amman Chamber of Industry 
to become an effective spo- 
kesman of the industrial sector 
in all its industrial groupings. 
Its functions should be wid- 
ened and its staff has in future 
to include research and mar- 
keting specialists. While this 
task lies basically with the pri- 
vate industrialists, the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade can ass- 
ist in the reorganisation and 
strengthening of the chamber. 

2) The Trade Centres Cor- 
poration should be rec- 
onsidered to play more eff- 
ectively the role of export pro- 
moter and not merely to all- 


ocate approved quotas in a few 
markets. Due to the limited 
size of the Jordanian economy, 
the success of our industries 
depends on their ability to exp- 
ort. Exporting has to be enc- 
ouraged through various mea- 
sures such as trade missions, 
trade agreements, export cre- 
dit and others. 

3) Since exporting tends to 
be constrained by many exo- 
genous factors, a larger share 
of our local market has to be 
preserved for local industries, 
particularly where a product is 
being supplied by more than 
one firm. Thus, a protectionist 
policy should be applied to saf- 
eguard our industrial est- 
ablishments and secure con- 
tinued employment. Import 
quotas have to be used sel- 
ectively and reviewed reg- 
ularly. This applies to many 
items including bottled water, 
detergents, furniture, canned 
food, biscuits and many others. 

4) The tariff structure should 


be streamlined with the view of 
avoiding contradictions where 
certain raw materials are sub- 
jected to higher custom duties 
than manufactured ones. 

51 Price fixing of local ind- 
ustrial commodities should be 
entrusted to the Advisory 
Committee on Prices and 
Wages where wider rep- 
resentation prevails. A profit 
mark-up should be allowed to 
each industrial enterprise of 
around 20 per cent A given 
price should be adjusted per- 
iodically according to changes 
in production costs. 

6) The public sector should 
give a margin of preference in 
its purchases to local products. 

7 1 Guidelines for the gov- 
ernment policy of investment 
encouragement should be ann- 
ounced. publicised and applied 
not on a case-by-case basis. 
The present distinction bet- 
ween two categories of pro- 
jects, namely economic and 
approved, has to be aba- 


ndoned. A more permissible 
policy is advisable in enc- 
ouraging private investment in 
industry. 

8) With the large inf- 
rastructural investments in the 
Sahab Industrial Estate, rent 
rates have to be reconsidered 
to become attractive enough to 
locate new industries. Oth- 
erwise, the problem of ind- 
ustrial location will remain a 
limiting factor on our ind- 
ustrialization. 

Finally, the training of nec- 
essary manpower for our ind- 
ustries has to be closely coo- 
rdinated with the Vocational 
Training Corporation which 
has been implementing suc- 
cessfully apprenticeship pro- 
grammes with many industries. 

The list of measures under a 
new industrial policy can be 
stretched further, but what is 
more relevant is to avoid direct 
subsidies to industries and to 
act on a well-coordinated set of 
measures. 







nfidence in Shultz is still a question mark

WASHINGTON - Nine months 
ago. when quiet George P. Shultz 
replaced combative Alexander M. 
Haig Jr. as secretary otsiaie.il was 
widely predicted that there would 
be a new steadiness in foreign pol- 
icy. that it would be made and car- 
ried out more calmly and eff- 
ectively. 

Today, however. U.S. foreign 
policy seems as stymied as ever. 
;mJ there is a growing body of 
thought that Mr. Shultz may he 
too quiet, that he may not be for- 
ceful enough. 

President Ronald Reagan's 
Middle East peace plan may he 
mortally wounded: Mr. Shultz 
began a tour ol the area Sunday to 
try to revive it. The Salvadorean 
government still seems incapable 
ol defeating that country's leftist 
guerrillas, and Congress seems no 
more inclined to increase U.S. ass- 
istance there. Arms control pro- 
S specis seem grim and relations 

I with the Soviet Union and China. 

if anything, seem to be wor- 
„ esc ning.

Serious challenge

Whether such charges are valid 
or not. the administration once 
again faces a serious challenge to 
its competence in foreign affairs. 

It also faces the possibility that 
it could enter the 1984 campaign 
“without a single foreign policy 
success. - ' a member of Congress 
noted. 

“Even Jimmy Carter, who had a 
poor foreign policy image, had the 
Camp David accords, the Panama 
Canal treaty and the nor- 
malisation of relations with 
China.” this member said. But 
others in and out of the adm- 
inistration defend Mr. Clark and 
especially Mr. Shultz, saying the 
first expectations when he was 
appointed were unrealistically 
high. 

"Maybe people are waking up 
to the fact that nobody's magic.” a 
senior White House official said. 

Administration defenders say 
that in places like the Middle East 
and Central America, the United 
States faces long-running pro- 
blems that are extraordinarily 
complex if not impossible to solve. 
They say that they are working on 
the right issues and heading in the 
right direction. 

But the problems also point out 
that the Reagan administration 
has less foreign policy expertise in 
its upper ranks than any recent 
U.S. government and that there 
remain difficulties between pra- 
gmatists and ideologues in the 
administration that make con- 
sensus difficult. 

“‘The administration has gone 
flat, along with its policies," lam- 
anted a senior State Department 
official recently. “Nothing is mov- 
ing. There is a sense of fru- 
stration." 

“What we have.'! he said, “is 
essentially a minority gov- 


ernment” of conservatives — 
mostly in the White House, Mr. 
Clark's National Security Council 
staff and the Pentagon — that is 
“more interested in position - 
taking than in problem-solving.” 
He said that “the ideological pos- 
ition is what's important, not gov- 
erning.” and when thai is com- 
bined with lack of experience, “it 
becomes so. so hard to get things 
done.” 

The administration's two most 
experienced people in foreign pol- 
icy, Mr. Haig and Richard V. 
Allen, the former national sec- 
urity adviser, were forced out of 
office. Mr. Shultz as Mr. Haig’s 
replacement, has some experience 
but he is primarily an economist. 
He brought in as his deputy Ken- 
neth W. Dam. who is an able adm- 
inistrator and former university 
official but is also without much 
experience. 

Mr. Reagan had virtually no 
foreign policy experience when he 
took office. Nor did Defence Sec- 
retary Caspar W. Weinberger or 
Mr. Clark, who replaced Mr. 
Allen. 

Furthermore. Mr. Shultz and 
Mr. Clark have been almost inv- 
isible to the public and rarely on 
record before the press. This has 
produced another situation that 
contributes, fairly or not. to a pub- 
lic sense that the administration is 
without leadership in this area. 

In the presidencies of Richard 
M. Nixon. Gerald R. Ford and Mr. 
Carter, the United States always 
had a secretary of state or national 
security adviser — Henry A. Kis- 
singer. Zbigniew Brzezinski — 
who was a major figure on the nat- 
ional and international stage. 

Mr. Shultz's preference for sta- 
ying out of the news and his low- 
key style have had some adv- 
antages until now. His style has 
allowed him to work more eff- 


ectively as a problem-solver in -an 
ideological ■ administration with 
out attracting the ire of the right 
wing in the White House or Con- 
gress. 

He is widely credited, soon after 
taking office last summer, with 
having skilfully turned the White 
House away from its policy of app- 
lying sanctions to the European 
allies for their participation in the 
Soviet natural gas pipeline pro- 
ject. If relations with the allies are 
still strained, they are probably a 
lot less so than they would be were 
it not for Mr. Shultz, who is widely 
respected in Europe. 

Mr. Shultz, as an economist, has 
also played an important role in 
reshaping and possibly softening 
somewhat the administration's 
other international economic pol- 
icies. 

He was influential in the dev- 
elopment of Mr. Reagan's Middle 
East peace initiative last Sep- 
tember and is said by aides to have 
had a key part as well in moving 
Mr. Reagan to offer an interim 
arms control proposal to the Sov- 
iet Union earlier this year. 

But other officials say that Mr. 
Shultz did not have that much to 
do with the arms proposal and 
that, while increasing his inv- 
olvement in arms control he is still 
not a major factor and has left that 
issue largely in the hands of the 
White House. 

Similarly, it seems that he has 
not played a major role thus far in 
Central American policy, with the 
more hard-line Mr. Clark and 
Jeane J. Kirkpatrick, the United 
Nations representative, taking the 
lead. And in the Middle East, it 
also is not clear how much he has 
inolved himself until now. 

Mr. Shultz is a methodical man, 
an academic who consults the wise 
men is every field and likes to pre- 
pare himself fully even before dec- 


iding if he will become involved in 
an issue. It is this quality — adm- 
irable in one sense, but bur- 
eaucratically dangerous for a sec- 
retary who came into office with a 
world of troubles and the terra 
almost half over — that seems to 
be at the root of Mr. Shutlz’s dif- 
ficulties. 

In addition, he seems much mre 
interested in some subjects, such 
as economics, than others. 

White House officials scoff at 
criticism and describe Mr. Shultz 
as “very strong and into eve- 
rything.” But Mr. Shultz is so 
low-key htat he seldom divulges 
news even at a news conference; 
he has not yet created public imp- 
ression that he has strong ideas as 
opposed to skills in mediating con- 
flicts. Mr. Shultz is a conservative 
who appears to be more moderate 
than Mr. Clark or Mr. Wei- 
nberger. But no outsiders know. 

Officials are impressed 

Officials who have watched him 
closely but who are not tied to him 
remain impressed by the job he is 
doing under the circumstances. 

“You can have ideas when the 
world is willing to listen,” said one 
official. “Henry Kissinger had a 
lot of ideas about Russia and 
China but none about Vietnam. 
So ideas are only good when you 
have a situation where they can be 
used. The world today is not the 
world of headlines and fun- 
damental solutions. The Middle 
East will remain a problem after 
George Shultz’s grandchildren are 
secretaries of state.” 

Policy in Africa is viewed as a 
plus thus far, largely because nob- 
ody knows much about h except 
the relevant senior State Dep- 
artment officials and it has been 
kept out of the limelight. In the 
White House, Mr. Clark is even 


more invisible than Mr. Shultz isat 
State. But that is the way both Mr. 
Reagan and Mr. Clark want it, and 
the national security adviser has 
no official public role to play. 
What is at issue is Mr. Clark's 
behind-the-scenes role. 

Bui here, too, his invisibility 
makes it hard to gather a balanced 
appraisal of this poweful official. 
He is closer to Mr. Reagan than 
any other foreign policy aide and 
the most unschooled occupant in 
national security affairs ever to 
hold that post. 

Mr. Clark holds no press con- 
ferences and is surrounded by 
aides who seem totally loyal and 
tight-lipped. 

He is faulted by critics for poor 
judgment in pushing a con- 
troversial nominee to head the 
arms control agency, Kenneth L. 
Adel man, and for taking several 
confrontational positions rec- 
ently. But he appears also to have 
improved the machinery of the 
National Security Council staff, 
and officials say he is meticulous 
about putting all options in front 
of the president. 

Mr. Clark is also given high 
marks for knowing how to bring 
the president around on certain 
issues. 

But Mr. Clark is so close to the 
president, such an ideological sou- 
lmate and spends so much time 
with him that his inexperience and 
lack of historical depth still tro- 
uble many career officials. His inf- 
luence is unquestioned. But as 
Time asked: “Influence for 
what?” 

There is also this fact, a member 
of Congress said: The adm- 
inistration has faced no truly dan- 
gerous crisis in foreign affairs. 
That is when the depth of foreign 
policy management would be tes- 
ted. “So far,” he said, “we’ve been 
lucky." 


Britain’s Alliance preparing a showdown during elections

LONDON — Britain's Liberal 
and Social Democratic Parlies, all- 
ies in a centrist opposition par- 
tnership. have reached some 
tough decisions now that a general 
election looks likely this year. 

For one thing, they have arrived 
n» the point where the tricky que- 
stion of who should be leader of 
the alliance can no longer be avo- 
ided. 

Under a pact not yet formally 
endorsed by Liberal and Social 
Democratic members ol Par- 
liament. David Steel, the Liberals' 
boyish-looking leader, would 
head the alliance campaign in the 
coming election. 

But Roy Jenkins, a founder of 
the Social DemocraLs and one of 


the most experienced men in Bri- 
tish politics, would be presented to 
voters as the prospective alliance ' 
prime minister. 

Steel, a Scot first elected to Par- 
liament 19 years ago at the age of 
2b, may have got the better part of 
the bargain. 

On the evidence of recent pub- 
lic opinion polls, the chances of 
the alliance being elected to gov- 
ern Britain for the next five years 
seem slim. 

Jenkins, now 62, was a senior 
cabinet minister in Labour gov- 
ernments in the 1960s and 1970s, 
deputy Labour Party leader, and 
president of the European Com- 
munity's executive commission 
before helping to found the Social 
.Democratic party two years ago. 

But since returning from Bru- 
ssels to relaunch his political car- 


eer he Has foiled to dominate the 
political stage. 

It seems unlikely that Jenkins' 
hopes of capping his career with a 
period at the prime minister's 10 
Downing Street residence will be 
realised this year. 

Steel is 45 but has never held 
public office, high or low, and thus 
there is no record by which to pre- 
dict how he would bear up under 
the pressures of power. 

Yet he is a popular leader and is 
preferred to Jenkins by most, res- 
pondents to political que- 
stionnaires. 

The understanding he has with 
Jenkins provides for a dual lea- 
dership in the event of (he alliance 
being elected to power. 

“The government would con- 
tinue to be run by two people but 


one of the two has to have the final 
authority.” Steel said in a tel- 
evision interview. 

But on present showing, the sit- 
uation will not arise. 

Much more likely, political ana- 
lysts believe, is that Lhe alliance 
could hold the balance of power if 
either of the two major parties 
fails to secure an absolute maj- 
ority in Parliament. 

Steel has made plain that there 
would be some hard bargaining if 
aDiance support were needed to 
sustain a minority government. 

Cooperation with another con- 
servative administration headed 
by present Prime Minister Mar-' 
garet Thatcher is not ruled out. 

Equally, the alliance would 
work to keep a labour government 
in office. 


But in both cases, reform of Bri- 
tain’s winner-take-all electoral 
system and its replacement by a 
system of proportional rep- 
resentation would be the first req- 
uirement insisted on by the Lib- 
erals and Social Democrats. 

In addition, a new conservative 
government would have to reverse 
its policy of what Steel has called 
“using unemployment as a major 
social and economic weapon.” 

A labour government would 
have to abandon the party’s dec- 
lared policy of withdrawal from 
the European Community. 

“ We could not possibly support 
a labotur government in some of its 
more ridiculous proposals,” Steel 
says. 

Recognising that the next ele- 
ction may not produce a clear-cut 


■result, figures in the two major 
parties have already let it be 
known informally that they might 
want to do a deal with either the 
Liberals or the Social Democrats. 

But Steel says there is no que- 
stion of splitting the two partners. 
“We’re going to fight as an all- 
iance and we win have to be cou- 
nted together In the next Par- 
liament,” he says.

Steel believes that, with one poll 
showing 45 per cent of the ele- 
ctorate undecided how to cote, the 
election is wide open and the all- 
iance has a chance of forming the 
government. 

He does not thfaik any party wifi 
win an outright majority in Par- 
liament, although the alliance 
could emerge as the largest single 
-grouping.

nful in our experience. Whenever 
we coropleied a certain phase we 
^imagiaed that -we had bypassed 
the peak of our problems and dif- 
. 6cuftks,dnJy to fmd ourselves- fac- 
ing more.seiious phases.- The 1 st- 
aefi aggression against Lebanon 
: and the advance of the Israeli for- 
ces as far as Beirut were very pai- 
nful events. 

However, we bad expected ail 
this. 1 had pouted out the Israeli 
.threats, the importance of res- 
toring freedom and independence 
to Lcbanon. and the need to rob 
Israel of the opportunity (to inv- 
ade Lebanon). I also pointed out 
Lebanon’s special position.' Des- 
pite all this, what we feared hap- 
pened. 

The Arab moves were at the 
level of the Fez summit. There was 
-an Arab consensus that the area 
has to realise a just, permanent 
peace. An Arab position cry- 
stalised, based on the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council resolutions, and on 
circumstances. We heard in the 
major world capitals, both in' the 
West and in the East, that Israel 
had come to stay. 

However, there is support, 
sympathy, and backing for Arab 
rights, in terms of the Arab ter- 
ritories which were occupied in 
June 2967 and of the imp- 
lementation of U.N. Secutiiy 
Council resolution 242, which sti- 
pulated that occupation of ter- 
ritories by force is impermissible. 

I held intensive talks with eve- 
rybody in the Arab world and out- 
side it on the aggression against 
Lebanon. I contacted the U.S. 
leadership, stressing the fact that 
Lebanon should regain its sta- 
bility, freedom and independence, 
and exercise sovereignty over its 
territory, thus ending the darkness 
in which Lebanon has been living. 

At the same time, we bad to put 
emphasis on the central Pal- 
estinian cause. Israel should not 
be allowed to repeat its past beh- 
aviour. create a new reality, leave 
the world to face this new reality r 
and forget the original problem. 
We hoped for an international 
conference to tackle the problem. 
When I felt that the U.S. adm- 
inistration was about to present its 
initiative, I contacted the U.S. 
jg resident -amt asked him. aheifol<~ 
jawing question: Are ouftfridndS 
in the United States determined 
now to complete this journey to 
the end? If this was impossible for 
one reason or another, it was bet- 
ter to consider convening an int- 
ernational conference. 

On 1 f September, President 
Reagan declared his initiative to 
the U.S. people and the world. It 
was a result of his interest in the 
situation and of bis contacts and 
consult at ions with the two US. 
parties and the U.S. leaders. 

In Fez, we came up with the 
Arab peace plan. In f act , since the 
beginning of the Lebanese events, 
we had been in contact with our 
brothers in the PLO. We had alw- 
ays desired to establish the Pal- 
estinian people’s right to a free 
opinion and to exercise their rights 
without trusteeship. We began 
discussing the situation out of our 
interest in this cause, with which 


we, the Hashemites, have a his- 
torical association. 

On another level, we Pal- 
estinians and Jordanians are t ied 
to the same fate. We are one fam- 
ily feeing danger. The problem is 
that of the Palestinians' right to 
their soil and occupied land. 
Today, what is left of Palestine is 
threatened. As for the plans of the 
Israeli government and Zionism, 
they opeofy stipulate that the Pal- 
estinians have an opportunity to 
establish their state in another ter- 
ritory. It seems as though the issue 
has changed from that of Pal- 
estinian rights to that of a search 
for an alternative homeland. 

When the Sabra and - Shatila 
events and tragedies took place, it 
was my opinion that both the dir- 
ect and moral responsibility fen on 
official Israeli circles, which had 
been respoosbile for similar eve- 
ntSu-The -PLO and its leadership 
left (Beirut) because they agreed 
to leave on the basis of U.S. gua- 
rantees, as a result of Israeli ple- 
dges. 

Israel rejected the U.S. ini- 
tiative of 2 September through the 
Israeli prime minister. The pra- 
ctical reaction to this initiative was 
the increase in building set- 
tlements. If the expansion of set- 
tlements continues for even a 
short period of time, the present 
reality on the ground will change 
forever. Israel has also carried out 
other forms of injustice. Our bro- 
thers in the occupied homeland 
and the holy places have suffered 
greatly. 

When we came out of Fez, we 
felt that we had the answer to a 
question which many people ask 
about the Arab position. The que- 
stion was about the mechanism for 
our action. We believed that we 
had no problems with any major 
power in the world. 

In 1956. the Zionist movement 
and Israel concentrated their work 
on Europe. During the tripartite 
(Suez) aggression, the United Sta- 
tes and the USSR stood at our 
side, we felt the results of these 
stands on the ground. The United 
States stood against its ally. 

It is clear that, since then, Israel 
has been concentrating its work on 
the United States. We in the Arab 
world may not have been pre- 
senting our cause properly over 
the many years that have passed. 

This is the first time that we 
have seen any U.S. move in rea- 
ction to the tragic circumstances 
which have been felt even by ord- • 
in ary people, all-over the wodd, 
including the United States. 2 said 
that it was a bold step. 1 may say 
that it is the most daring step that 
any U.S. administration has ever 
taken. It contains negative aspects 
in terras of ambiguity. It touches 
on positive aspects. We must exe- 
rcise the policy of give and take 
and see what is presented to US. 

We have looked into all the alt- 
ernatives. Is an international con- 
ference within our capability? It is 
out of our power because it con- 
cerns the two superpowers and 
their acceptance or rejection of it. 
Does the military alternative exist 
at present, except to defend our- 
selves. something which any peo- 
ple would do when faced by thr- 
eats? In any case and .in all cir- 
cumstances, I find that this alt- 
ernative does not exist 

The situation is sdll the same in 
Lebanon; the situation in the 
Arab worid is knwon. Moreover, a 


battle is being imposed on the 
Arab nation and Is directed aga- 
inst Iraq. Even the Arab material 
potential appears shaky in one 
form or another, to the extent that 
many share the opinion that some 
of our brothers are no longer mai- 
ntaining their positions. As a res- 
ult of all this, many of our major 
and serious plans have been dis- 
rupted, -take for example the que- 
stion of the pupular army in Jor- 
dan and the equipment of the 
armed forces. In our assessment, 
in one and a half or two years, we 
will have the chance to assume a 
better position in terms of self- 
defence. 

These are the acts. But what is 
more important that the land is 
almost devoured. Our kinsfolk 
and brothers in the occupied ter- 
i tones have suffered much. Con-, 
sequently, we had to deal with 
these facts in one way or another 
and to absolve ourselves in the 
Arab homeland, so that no one 
would hold us responsible for obs- 
tructing the achievement of a just, 
lasting peace. 

We and the Palestinians are 
.kinsfolk and brothers. The PLO 
is the sole legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple in accordance with the Arab 
Su mmi t resolutions, especially 
those of 1974. We m aintain our 
stand regarding this topic; hence, 
the discussions on Jordanian- 
Palestinian relations. Can we give 
up this issue and let other forces 
interfere in this issue? Or should 
we, under such circumstances, 
endeavour to crystallise a future 
formula that equally satisfies the 
ambitions of every Jordanian and 
Palestinian in terms of preserving 
their identity and bene fitting from 
past experience? This could serve' 
as an ideal formula or the road to 
achieving Arab unity. 

Ibis matter concerns the Jor- 
danians and Palestinians before 
any other side. Camp David has 
granted Israel the right to int- 
erfere in the fate of the land and 
those living on it. Resolution 242, 
for example, has been imp- 
lemented only in terms of wit- 
hdrawal from Egyptian land, but 
as to the other part, the picture is 
different 

However, our stand is clear and 
frank: all the occupied territories 
should be returned to their own- 
ers, as these territories have their, 
own population and sovereignty. 
We believed that, in crystallising 
this formula, we would achieve ' 
much and narrow ihe gap between 
the Arab peace plan and what is 
being projected in the int- 
ernational arena. 

We discussed the question of 
the political move. We drew our 
own conclusions as to the visits of 
the Arab seven-member com- 
mittee and the visit to Washington 
by King Hassan II. I visited the 
United Stares and promised to 
convey the outcome of my talks to 
my brothers in the PLO and in the 
Arab world. I must stress here that 
Jordan does not act on behalf of 
any side. The PLO is the sole leg- 
itimate representative of the Pal- 
estinian people. This is our stand, 
which will not change or .alter. 

If they think that we can act, the 
move must be initiated with Pal- 
estinian participation and with 
Arab support. This is how we have 
moved in past months. We are all 
aware of what is taking place in the 
occupied territories and what is 


threatening them and our kin- 
sfolk. Everyday there is a new, 
painful, and extremely serious rea- 
lity. - 

We met with the PLO lea- 
dership and with Mr. Yasser Ara- 
fat These meetings have con- 
tinued. We believed that if we 
must change our methods, we 
must visit our Arab brothers, be it 
the Palestinian side alone or the 
Jordanian side alone, to seek their 
opinfon about the ideal method. 
There is external influence, the 
factor of remoteness from or clo- 
seness to the issue, and the factor 
of direct cognisance or lack of it. 
This is what the Jordanian- 
Palestinian accord is based on. I 
believed that the majority of the 
Arab worid would say: we bless 
whatever you agree upon. 

We reached the phase of agr- 
eement. They (the PLO) believed 
that they must make some moves 
with a view acquainting some 
of their members with what was 
agreed upon. It appears that there 
were some obstacles. When the 
picture was made clear to me, I 
could proceed no further. I con- 
tacted the U.S.-side and informed 
them of the situation. In my opi- 
nion, the United States bears the 
responsiblity to a certain extent, 
indirectly, for this. 

For example, I attempted the 
impossible, to initiate a direct dia- 
logue between the United States 
and the PLO, but the U.S. stand 
remained unchanged, the PLO 
was not to be a partner to the neg- 
otiations in the fiirst phase. This 
was an obstacle. 

On the other band, there is the 
problem of U.S. credibility. 1 rep- 
eatedly drew their attention to 
this. 

For example, the Israeli forces 
should have withdrawn from Leb- 
anon before the end of last year, 
but Israel's insistence on staying 
did not help. The same can also be 
said about Israel's rejection of the 
U.S. initiative, its position on set- 
tlement activity, and its many pra- 
ctices against our brothers under 
occupation. 

One of the obstacles also is that 
the Soviets are not part of this 
movement. This is out of ray con- 
trol, at any rate. There fore, they 
felt that they should adopt a neg- 
ative stand. I am one of those who 
believe in the inevitablfiity of 
U.S.-USSR agreement, but not 
before it is too late for us, God 
willing. 

At any rate, this is the situation. 
We were forced to issue a sta- 
tement giving an idea of what took 
place. We abide with what is con- 
tained in the statement in the light 
of the present circumstances, with 
the emphasis that the question is 
one of a people who have the right 
to their own national soiL, of a 
people who deserve from us and 
from the whole world, especially 
the United States, every concern 
and support so they can regain 
their rights. 

After this long review, the King 
was asked about his recent letters 
to several Arab kings and pre- 
sidents, about the Moroccan 
envoy’s visit to Amman, and about 
attempts to resume the 
Jonlanian-Palestinian talks so as 
to achieve some results. The King 
said: The contacts exist. AH we said 
was that, if matters continued in 
this way, we would have to review 
our situation in view of the exi- 
stence of real dangers. 


Q: It seems that the crisis has rea- 
ched its climax for all sides; the 
Jordanians, Palestinians. Ame- 
ricans, and Lebanese. Do you con- 
sider the situation urgent for Jor-. 
dan, especially in light of the rep- 
orts about the possible resumption 
of the Jordanian-Palestinian 
talks? 

A: Our position is clear. We rea- 
ched a point at which an agr- 
eement was signed. That agr- 
eement was not enforced by us, 
but by circumstances and Pal- 
estinian interests. Then it was 
found that it was impossible for 
our brothers in the PLO to reach 
this agreement. 

Q: As a result of what? 

A; I cannot tell you the reasons 
which they gave. 

Q: Did Some Arab states, such as 
Syria, have a role in this? 

A: Perhaps. I cannot answer, but 
they can. 

Q: Is Jordan not in a hurry? 

A: Jordan is going through ind- 
escribable suffering because of the 
land and our kinsfolk on it. Alt- 
hough I consider myself con- 
cerned with the cause, the owners 
of the cause exist. 

Q: What about contacts with King 
Hassan? 

A: Contacts with King Hassan 
continue. He is talking with our 
Palestinian brothers, but our pos- 
ition is clear. 

Q: Will there be a summit or a 
return to talks with the Pal- 
estinians? 

A: I believe that a summit without 
full preparation —and I may even 
say without agreement among the 
parties directly concerned — may 
not lead any positive results. This 
is perhaps also the opinion of 
some of our brothers in the Arab 
homeland. Contacts and con- 
sultations are going on. of course, 
and everyone has his res- 
ponsibilities in one way or ano- 
ther. 

Q: If things do not go well in Leb- 
anon, could the United States 
concentrate its efforts on a 
Jordanian-Palestinian agreement 
based on Resolution 242? 

A: Jordan will join no negotiation 
process unless it is on the basis of 
Palestinian participation and 
Arab backing. This position is 
clear. 

Q: Palestinian participation mea- 
ning the PLO? 

A: Naturally, meaning the exi- 
stence of some agreement with the 
PLO, which is the sole rep- 
resentative here, regardless of 
whom k- assigns 4iS'its -dele gate. . 
Q: It was said recently that the 
USSR was behind the failure of 
the Jordanian-Palestinian agr- 
eement and, consequently, behind 
the rigid U.S. stand toward the 
Arab states when it called on them 
to withhold recognition of the 
PLO. 

A: I do not believe this was so. 

Q: It is no longer a secret that all 
those who deal with the subject of 
the Palestinians leave loopholes in 
their positions which soon appear 
as basic problems. The latest was 
the U.S. statement that the PLO 
must be dispensed with. It is as if it 
is so easy to adopt such a position 
overnight and that all Secretary 
Shultz has to do is carry it out. Are 
there any secret Arab positions 
encouraging the United States to 
reject the PLO and asking others 
to reject it? 

A: I am not aware of anything of 
this kind. The question concerns 


the PLO and the Palestinians. 

Q: President Jimmy Carter once 
said that none of the Arab leaders 
had asked aim for an independent 
Palestinian state. 

A: This is inaccurate. We are try- 
ing hard to get all the countries of 
the world to recognise Palestinian 
rights od Palestinian national soil. 
The PLO has been recognised and 
given the responsibility. 

Q: Has the United States given 
guarantees to Your Majesty con- 
cerning the participation of Israel 
in talks on the future of the West 
Bank and Gaza? If so, on what 
basis? Does the United Statesonly 
support you, or does h support 
you and the West Bank and Gaza 
notables? 

A: The formula which has been 
presented is implementation of 
Resolution 242, which forbids the 
acquisition of land by force. It was 
said that Resolution 242 covers 
the West Bank, Gaza and the 
Golan. 

Q: What if Secretary Shultz come 
and says: Let us bypass the PLO 
and let Jordan join the neg- 
otiations? 

A: We will not bypass the PLO. 
Q: How does the United States 
currently view the role of Egypt 
and Jordan in the so-called aut- 
onomy negotiations? What role 
would be left to Egypt concerning 
the Palestinians if Jordan were 
given this role? 

A: I believe Egypt has reached the 
point where it believes that h can- 
not go any further with this pro- 
cess. It is a party to any collective 
action to solve the question and its 
position is no different from ours. 
Q: Do you expect a return to ent- 
rusting the role to Egypt if you 
insist on your stands? Have you 
received any assurances from Pre- 
sident Mubarak? 

A: 1 believe that it is difficult for 
Egypt to continue with this pro- 
cess after what it has gone thr- 
ough. 

Q: On what basis will you agree to 
resume the talks with the PLO? 
Has Jordan taken any measures to 
protect its national security in the 
light of the government sta- 
tement? 

A: Our contacts with the PLO 
have not been severed. There are 
working committees which con- 
tinue to function. 

Q: If the United States announced 
that it was ready to save Lebanon, 
but Lebanon was unable to coo- 
perate due to Arab pressure: if the 
United States showed similar rea- 
diness to Jordan and the Pal- 
estinians, but the Palestinians 
were not free to act ind- 
ependently; and if the United Sta- 
tes then said: We are washing our 
hands of this friend, and refrained 
from further action, what would 
happen? 

A: That would be the greatest cat- 
astrophe. 

Q: Would Your Majesty then con- 
sider visiting President Reagan? 
A: My present programme does 
not include a visit to the United 
States. Our present emphasis is on 
the’ United States and the view 
that Lebanon is an American 
issue. We expect the United States 
to exert real, effective efforts to 
end the occupation of Lebanon, 
which we want to see free and ind- 
ependent. exercising sovereignty 
over its territory. 

Q: What do Jordan' and Lebanon 
have in common? 

A: There are many things in com- 


mon. We support Lebanon's sov- 
ereignty and independence and 
call for the removal of all foreign 
presence from Lebanese territory. 
Q: If the armed Palestinians wit- 
hdraw from Lebanese territory, 
which country, in your opinion, 
would accept them? 

A: If by.this question you want to 
know if Jordan would receive 
these brothers, our position, in 
light of the present circumstances, 
is clear. We welcome any brother. 
The Jordanian who holds Jor- 
danian citizenship is free to return 
to his country. This is permissible 
under the law. As for the others, 
there are two considerations, the 
first consideration being security 
which, in feci, means Palestinian 
and Jordanian security. The sec- 
ond consideration is national unity 
which, if affected, would render us 
an easy target for our enemies, 
who are lying in wait for us. Any 
action on this subject is governed 
by these two considerations. 

Q: What will Jordan do to protect 
its security? 

A: We will reconsider some mea- 
sures. We support our people in 
the occupied territories with all 
our strength. We ‘will continue to 
do so with the aim of keeping them 
on their land. However, naturally 
we are dealing with the hostile 
scheme alertly, so that it may not 
be implemented at the expense of 
the Palestinians and their pre- 
sence on their soil. Therefore, we 
have to take measures. 

Q: Can you tell us something 
about these measures? 

A: For example, one of the most 
important issues we are discussing 
today is: will we let Israel have the 
chance to force people to emigrate 
or not? 

Q: It is said that the point of dif- 
ference between Jordan and the 
PLO is the issue of complete sov- 
ereignty. The PLO insists on com- 
plete sovereignty. Those who sup- 
port the authorisation of Jordan 
(to speak on behalf of the Pal- 
estinians) support a less- 
than -complete sovereignty. 

A: There is no difference. There 
exists something which might 
enable us to reach something. Full 
sovereignty means an ind- 
ependent state. If the PLO can 
achieve this, let it, with God's ble- 
ssing. However, we do not have 
this. Therefore, we proposed a 
future relationship, which we sho- 
uld begin now. 

Q: What if no withdrawal from 
Lebanon results at the end of the 
Shultz 1 trip? 

.A: Undoubtedly, this will neg- 
atively affect U.S. credibility even 
further. If the United States is 
unable to force Israel to withdraw 
from Lebanon — and Israel has 
not yet claimed that some Leb- 
anese areas belong to it — how 
can the United States affect Israel 
on the issues of the West Bank. 
Gaza and the Golan? 

Q: So the test for U.S. credibility is 
Lebanon? 

A: I believe so. 

Q: What about Palestinian and 
Syrian credibility? 

A: I attended the Fez summit. 
From what I personally heard, the 
Syrian brothers support a syn- 
chronised withdrawal from Leb- 
anon. If this has changed recently, 

I am not aware of it. 

Q: Has the USSR informed Jor- 
dan that it will face trouble if it 
enters negotiations? 


A: The dialogue between us and 
our Soviet friends has been going 
on for a long time with extreme 
frankness. As a result, Jordan enj- 
oys a great amount of credibility in 
the Soviet Union, much more than 
others might think. Naturally, the 
USSR has a negative stand on the 
U.S. plan and moves. The USSR 
perhaps has the right to hake such 
a stand. I am certain of the ine- 
vitable U.S.-USSR agreement at a 
certain stage. What is important is 
our present stale, which forces us 
to move in a certain manner. 
Again I say that Jordan moves 
within the Arab group and at its 
head. If it is asked to move, it will 
move with the support and par- 
ticipation of the Palestinians, who 
are the owners of the cause. 

Q: What is the Arab position tow- 
ard the Reagan initiative? 

A: As far as 1 know, the majority 
of the Arabs support all moves to 
increase Jordanian-Palestinian 
cooperation and cohesion. They 
support all decisions which the 
Palestinian side lakes in coo- 
rdination with Jordan. 

Q: What about Jordan ian-Syri an 
relations? 

A: There is no change in these rel- 
ations. This is far from our wish. 
There are many causes for the 
deterioration in these relations. 
The pain I feel is proportional to 
the size of the hopes which we 
pinned on these relations once 
upon a time. Issues took a dif- 
ferent direction. The differences 
are not personal but revolve aro- 
und certain issues. Before the rec- 
ent operation in Lebanon, at the 
beginning of the Syrian int- 
ervention, we believed that it was 
possible to prepare the atm- 
osphere for intra- Lebanese and 
Paiestinian-Lebanese dialogues. 

There are other differences reg- 
arding our stand with Iraq, a stand 
commensurate with Jordan's 
membership in the Arab League 
and its status as one of those who 
ratified the Arab defence pact 
agreement. We have other opi- 
nions: we do not agree with them 
on their political stands in general. 
They rely on absolute negativism 
in all their stands. We feel that we 
should practice the give-and-take - 
policy. Issues are not subject to 
moods. We had problems in the 
past and some of them are being 
solved, God willing. We hope that 
the Lebanese situation will help 
achieve this end. 

Q: If the Israeli army withdraws to 
the Awali river, if the Syrians con- 
sider this insufficient and refuse to 
Withdraw, and if President Gem- 
ayel asks the Arab states to pre- 
ssure Syria to withdraw, will he 
find Arab support? 

A: We support withdrawal from 
all the Lebanese territory. Ano- 
ther thing is that we are against the 
Israeli and Zionist attempt, and 
the attempts by certain quarters in 
the region, to internationalise the 
conflict, because this is a threat to 
our character, our freedom, our 
ties to our past, and the future of 
our generations. To allow the 
Americans and the Russians to 
fight on our land is one of Israel's 
■aims. 

.Q: After 20 years, issues have tur- 
ned and reached Your Majesty. 
Do you feel that your res- 
ponsibility is too great, that there 
were Arab mistakes? 

A: History will judge us. As for the 
responsibilities, they have not 
changed.

I cu k Sugiarto of Indonesia, one 
of the four joint fifth seeds in the 
men's event, cleared his first hur- 
dle by beating Han Kuk Sung of 
South Korea 15-11. 15-1. 


Frost's second round opponent 
will be Commonwealth Champion 
Syed Modi of India. He beat Dut- 
chman Guus Van der Vlugt 15-8, 
15-9. 

Earlier Monday the only two 
women's seeds in action, Lene 
Koppen of Denmark and Sally 
Podger of England, both recorded 
comfortable victories. 

Luan Jin, Frost's most dan- 
gerous rival here and his likely 
semifinal opponent, quickly pro- 
ved his pedigree by drubbing Dut- 
chman Rob Ridder 15-4. 15-2 
Monday night 

Luan beat Frost in three games 
to win the All-England crown, but 
the feeling here is that if they meet 
again the conditions would favour 
the Dane.

Willis to lead England 
in World Cricket Cup 


LONDON (R) — England’s cri- 
cket selectors Tuesday named 
Bob Willis as captain for the 
World Cup starting next month. 

Willis has led England for the 
last 12 months but his future as 
skipper was in doubt after the 
team's losing performance in Aus- 
tralasia recently. 

But chairman of selectors Peter 
May said Tuesday: ‘‘ He is the best 
man for the captaincy. We always 
think these things the whole way 
through." 

Fast bowler Willis. 34 later this 
month, seemed to have only one 
serious rival, tour vice-captain 
David Gower, but there is clearly 
a desire not to rush him into the 
leadership before he is ready. 


May emphasised .the app- 
ointment was for the one-day 
World Cup from June 9-25 only 
and not the four-test series against 
New Zealand which follows. 

“Bob is pleased that we have 
asked him to lead the side again." 
May added. "We have just got to 
start playing up to our hill pot- 
ential. We certainly did not do that 
in the winter." 

England lost the Ashes series 
against Australia 2-1. failed to 
qualify for the finals of the one- 
day triangular competition and 
lost all three over-limit int- 
ernationals on the last leg of the 
tour in New Zealand. 

Willis said Tuesday: “I think we 
play limited overs better in this 
country than we do abroad." 


DALLAS (ft) — Firebrand John 
McEnroe has joined Ivan Lendl 
and Jimmy Connors in the battle 
for the world's number one spot 
by winning an unprecedented 
third World Championship Tennis 
finals tournament. 

Just who is the world's best pla- 
yer bas remained nuclear over the 
past two years since Swede Bjorn 
Borg's self-imposed exiledrom the 
game and subsequent retirement. 

Connors, the oldest of the three 
at 30, has impressive credentials 
as current Wimbledon and U.S. 
Open champion. Lendl, a 23- 
year-old Czechoslovak, can point 
to his long list of tournament vic- 
tories and the computer rankings 
that rate him the number one pla- 
yer. 

And then there is McEnroe. 
After three superlative years in 
which he won three successive 
U.S. Open titles and baited Borg's 
string of five consecutive Wim- 
bledon crowns, be went into a dec- 
line in 1982. 

Slowed down by a sprained 
ankle, jbe foiled in his defence of 
his Wimbledon and U.S. titles and 
went eight months without win- 
ning an event. 

This year his ankle healed but 
he developed tendinitis in his left 
shoulder-and McEnroe is a left- 
handed player. Uadi last week he 
had played only an abbreviated 
schedule which had brought him 
just one victory. But that win was 
significant 

In the final of the U.S. Pro- 
fessional Indoor Championship 
last February he ended a sequence 
of seven successive defeats by 
Lendl, and proved Monday that 
win was no fluke by overcoming 
the same player for a record third 
WCT finals title. 

The tousled-haired New Yor- 
ker earned the championship, and 
consideration as the world’s num- 


ber one, by dominating the dec- 
isive tie-breaker m the 4V* hour 
marathon. 

The 6-2, 4-6, 6-3, 6-7, 7-6 tri- 
umph brought out the best and 
worst in McEnroe. Using a gra- 
phite racket in place of a wooden 
one for the first time in his career, 
he served impressively for 20 aces 
against four for Lendl, and came 
to the net at every opportunity. 

He fought tenaciously for every 
point, at one time ending up spr- 
awling among the courtside tel- 
evision cameras and on another 
occasion skidding along the floor 
beyond the baseline. 

Tbe match finished app- 
ropriately with IVicEnioe chasing a 
seemingly unreachable acutely 
angled cross court shot that be 
somehow managed to flick back 
for a winner between tbe post and 
net. 

The point was also a p prop ri ate 
in another way, providing a con- 
troversial finish to a match mar- 
ked by disputed and incessant 

petulant outbursts by McEnroe. 

Lendl argued that the point 
should have been awarded to him, 
as the ball was supposed to go aro- 
und or over the post and the net, 
but be was over-ruled by British 
umpire Mark Cox. 

• The umpire had turned a blind 
eye to McEnroe’s tantrums thr- 
oughout the match. 

in addition to haranguing off- 
icials over almost every close call 
that went against him, the tru- 
culent New Yorker yelled obs- 
cenities, hit balls into the crowd 
and three times burled his racket 
away in anger, once the full length 
of the court 

Lendl admitted afterwards that 
be was upset by McEnroe’s beh- 
aviour and he believed it inf- 
luenced officials in their decisions. 

“They get intimidated by him 
complaining after every call,” he 



John McEnroe 

said. But Lendl conceded that 
McEnroe deserved to win tbe final 
tie-breaker. 

The rivalry for the top ranking 
now continues to the French Open 
Championship, Wimbledon and 
the U.S.-Open — three events that 
Lendl has yet to win. 

“I would expect Ivan to have 
the upper hand on clay, and I'd 
guess McEnroe would be fav- 
oured on grass,” said Lendrs fri- 
end and adviser, Wojtek Fibak. 

The big question mark over 
McEnroe is whether he can keep 
in shape. “He always seems to be 


playing with an injury,” said his 
semifinal victim. Vitas Gerulaitis. 

In his favour are his new gra- 
phite rackeL which McEnroe says 
has added power to his volleying, 
and his constant outbursts which 
Lendl and others say upsets their 
concentration. 

Perhaps the biggest imp- 
onderable is whether officials wilt 
decide to get tough and take wha- 
tever action is necessary to curb 
McEnroe's tantrums. Their efforts 
in this direction have met with lit- 
tle or no success so far.

The prospect of the community 
and the U.S. competing to capture 
each other's markets in third cou- 
ntries with highly subsidised sur- 
plus farm produce threatened ear- 
lier this year to worsen already 
strained transatlantic relations. 

Community steel exports to the 
U.S. have'been a recurrent source 
of difficulty, and the community 
has been fighting against whai it 
views as illegal and unilateral U.S.

hnology to Soviet bloc countries. 


The diplomats said the com-

Asian Development Bank wrestles 
with China’s membership question 


MANILA (R) — The Asian Dev- 
elopment Bank, its financial pro- 
blems solved for the moment, 
faces the highly-charged political 
issue of Chinese membership 
when it opens its 16 th annual mee- 
ting Wednesday. 

After years of political tra- 
nquility and a long struggle to 
keep .its coffers stocked for len- 
ding to the 28 developing cou- 
ntries among its 45 members, the 
ultra-staid Asian Development 
Bank (ADB) has been suddenly 
confronted with a country with a 
population of a billion people see- 
king admission. 

Since late last year, Peking has 
been pressing ever more forcefully 


for membership, insisting at the 
same lime that Taiwan,.a founder 
member, should be expelled. 

Taiwan's Minister of State, Mr. 
Kuo Hua Yu; told reporters on 
arrival in Manila that “as far as I 
am aware no applicant for new 
membership had the audacity and 
impertinence to impose terms on 
the ADB regarding its app- 
lication." 

The nature of the board of gov- 
ernors' meeting, where delegation 
leaders from each country make 
set speeches untroubled by any 
debate, makes the prospects of 
fiery discussion or public con- 
troversy unlikely. 

Bank sources said the United 


States, which reamed strongly aga- 
inst Peking's insistence that Tai- 
wan must go, was campaigning to 
persuade fellow ADB members to 
keep the issue under wraps. 

The United States, together 
with Japan, is a major donor 
member. 

In recent years, Pakistan has 
made a standard call for the adm- 
ittance of the region's most pop- 
ulous nation and bank sources said 
it was almost certain to raise the 
issue again this year. 

Bank sources said the United 
States, represented by Treasury 
Secretary Donald Regan, was 
expected to sidestep the China 
question and concentrate on exp- 


ressing firm support for the ADB. 

While the bank was fighting for 
an increase in capital resources 
during the past- year, Washington 
came in for criticism for leading 
resistance to the ADB's plans. 

It was also criticised at last 
year's annual meeting in Manila, 
when the bank was trying to rep- 
lenish the Asian Development 
Fund (ADF). which lends on easy 
terms to the region's poorest nat- 
ions. 

A capital increase of 105 per 
cent to make a total of about $16 
billion and an infusion of S3.2 bil- 
lion into the ADF have lessened 
criticism of the Reagan adm- 
inistration. 


Bundesbahn is heading for bankruptcy 



BONN (R) — West Germany's 
state railway system, the Bun- 
desbahn, is heading full steam for 
bankruptcy unless it slams the 
emergency brakes on its eno- 
rmous losses and debts. 

"If current losses continuey.tfte 
Bundesbahn' s debts will haVfclswa- 
llowed up its assets in three or four 
years and it will then face ban- 
kruptcy just like any private firm,” 
a transport ministry spokesman 
said. 

A spokesman for the Bun- 
desbahn - said debts were likely to 
soar to 62 billion marks ($25 bil- 
lion) by the end of 1987 compared 
with total assets of around 60 bil- 
lion marks ($24 billion). 

The Bonn government is res- 
isting any increase in its con- 
tribution to the railway and rec- 
eived a confidential report rec- 
ently suggesting drastic cuts in the 
Bundesbahn's network and man- 
power. 

Nor will the railway be in any 
position to raise prices, gov- 
ernment sources said, in view of 
growing competition from road 
transport. The Bundesbahn last

put up its prices in January by 2.5 
per cent. 

This year's losses are expected 
to exceed the provisional 4.6 bil- 
lion mark (S 1 .9 billion) 1 982 level 
unless costs are curbed drastically, 
the Bundesbahn spokesman said. 

Railway Chief Reiner Gohlke 
said lately that 1983 would be ext- 
remely difficult as revenue from 
goods traffic alone may be 500 
million marks (S200 million) 
below target. 

Over half the Bundesbahn's 
goods traffic depends on the cou- 
ntry’ s severely depressed iron and 
steel industry. "If less is produced, 
less needs to be transported.’’ one 
Bundesbahn official said. 

"We have to be realistic,’’ Mr. 
Gohlke said at the Hanover trade 
fair. "To expect anything other 
than problems is illusory.** 

Bonn subsidises the Bun- 
desbahn to the tune of 13.5 billion 
marks (S5.5 billion) a year alt- 
hough it prefers to regard this as 
payment for special services such 
as cheap tickets for school chi- 
ldren. old people and the han- 
dicapped.

The transport mitilitry agrees, 
saying its finances are^aJ ready str- 
etched to the limit. 

Persistent fosses led to a top 
management shake-up of the 
Bundesbahn last year which saw 
Mr. Gohlke taking over the con- 
trols. 

The managing board cha- 
irman's first attempt at reducing 
costs was to cut domestic ope- 
rations of the prestige Trans Eur- 
ope Express (TEE), already hit by 
tough competition from cheaper 
and increasingly popular inter-city 
trains. 

But a confidential report, pre- 
sented to the Bonn government at 
its request, dashed all hopes of 
getting the lumbering rail system 
back on the right track. 

Government sources said the 
report predicted total fosses of 10 
billion marks (S4 billion) and a 


debt burden of almost 100 billion 
marks (S40 billion) by the end of 
the decade. 

They said it suggested severe 
cuts in West Germany's 2S.000 
kilometre network, which would 
otherwise need large-scale mod- 
ernisation. 

Every kilometre of line closed 
cuts annual losses by around 6,700 
marks (S2.700) and investment 
costs by S 60,000. 

"But only 12 kilometres of 
little-used focal lines are to be scr- 
apped this year which will make 
little difference to our deficit.’’ the 
Bundesbahn spokesman said. 

The report also suggests drastic 
cuts in the 330,000-strong work 
force, as labour makes up some 60 
percent of the Bundesbahn’s total 
costs. 

With unemployment running at 
2.39 million or almost 10 per cent 
of the labour force, Bonn will find 
it difficult to enforce such cuts, 
government sources said.

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Quake damage in Californian 
oil town estimated at $ 25 m 


COALINGA, California (R) — 
Smoke from burning buildings 
hung over this earthquake- 
'shattered oil town early Tuesday 
as police and volunteers searched 
under the glare of arc lights for 
more possible victims beneath the 
rubble. 

At least 25 people were rep- 
orted injured, down from first pol- 
ice estimates of between 40 and 
50. Those most seriously hurt inc- 
luded a man with severe head 
wounds and two people with bro- 
ken legs. 

Dogs were brought in from nei- 
ghbouring towns to help in tbe 
search. Roadblocks were set up 
around the central area and police 
marksmen patrolled to prevent 


looting. 

An earthquake measuring 6.5. 
points on the Richter scale dem-. 
olished or severely damaged 100 
buildings in the town centre Mon- 
day and hundreds of other str- 
uctures were slightly damaged, 
Coalinga information officer Bob 
Semple said. 

“It was a miracle no one was 
killed, but there could still be vic- 
tims under the piles of rubble in 
the town centre." he told rep- 
orters. 

He estimated material damage 
in the area, about 250 kilometres 
north of Los Angeles, at about 
S25 million. 

California Governor George 
Deukmejian declared the town of 


about 7.500 inhabitants and the 
surrounding region a disaster area 
in an effort to obtain federal gov- 
ernment aid. 

Nine hours after the quake, a 
jewellery shop and a' bar were 
among buildings still burning, cas- 
ting a red glow over the debris. 
Eleven other fires started by the 
tremors had been extinguished. 

As rescue workers searched for 
more survivors, earth tremors 
continued to shake the area. 

Electricity was restored to most 
of the town, but the worst hit area 
was in darkness apart from the arc 
lights. 

Most of the 40 shops in Coa- 
linga Plaza, once the heart of the 
town centre, were destroyed by 


the earthquake. A giant clock in 
the Plaza had stopped at 4:40 p.ro. 
(2340 GMT), when the ear- 
thquake struck. 

Fronts of shops and homes were 
little more than rubble. Merchants 
considered themselves lucky 
they were able to board up their 
shattered windows. 

Coalinga, which took its name 
from a period when it was a coal 
•loading station for the railway, 
became a thriving oil drilling cen- 
tre in the 1950s and half its wor- 
king population still have jobs in 
the oilfields. 

On its outskirts, strawberry, 
lemon and onion farms have also 
been developed. 


Daredevil experiment planned to halt Etna .lava 


CATANIA, Sicily (R) — A dar- 
edevil Swede will have just 30 sec- 
onds to jump dear of a lava flow 
cascading down Europe's largest 
active volcano in an unp- 
recedented experiment next 
week. Italian officials said Tue- 
sday. 

Bulldozers and dynamite exp- 
erts began work Monday on 
Mount Etna's cinder-scattered 
slopes to divert a molten stream 
which has spread over eight kil- 
ometres in the last 37 days. 

The plan, approved by the Ita- 
lian government, calls for the exc- 
avation of between 30 and 50 
holes in the lip of the main crater 
where Italian army explosives will 
be placed. 


Swedish explosives expert Len- 
nart Abersten and his assistants 
will have half a minute to spring 
away before detonating the 
bombs, the Italian officials said. 

No precise date was announced 
for the blast. 

If all goes well, the lava will flow 
down an artificial ditch scraped 
out of the cinders and become cool 
before landing in a volcanic was- 
teland several kilometres from 
human habitation. 

The present eruption began in 
March and could continue for sev- 
eral months, vulcanologists say. It 
has created a five-metre wall more 
than 100 metres wide. 

Orchards power lines and aba- 


ndoned huts have been consumed 
in the destructive advance of 
Etna's lava- 

Mr. Abersten returned to the 
volcano Monday from northern 
Italy, where he specified the type 
and quantity of explosives he will 
need from an army centre at 
Domodossola in the Alps. 

Loris Fortuna, civil protection 
minister in Italy’s coalition gov- 
ernment which resigned last Fri- 
day. said the diversion plan was 
unprecedented anywhere in the 
world. 

The nearest equivalent was 
when U.S. experts tried to change 
the course Of lava flow on Mauoa 
Loa volcano in Hawaii in 1935 


and 1942 by aerial bombardment, 
according to the minister. 

WhQe Etna continued to shoot 
cinders into the sky, a team of 
about 100 men with 70 lorries and 
several bulldozers and earth- 
movers scaled the lower slopes to 
begin scooping out the dynamite 
holes and diversionary channel. 

The caretaker government agr- 
eed to act last week after volcano 
experts said the lava flow, edging 
remorselessly towards three vil- 
lages, could go on for months. 

Some villagers had tried in vain 
to halt the molten advance by hol- 
ding processions with an effigy of 
the Virgin Mary and sp rinklin g 
holy water. 


Australians succeed in 
frozen embryo experiment 


MELBOURNE (R) — An Aus- 
tralian woman is expecting a baby 
which spent the first four months 
of hs existence stored in a deep 
freeze, a university medical res- 
earch team said. 

Team members told a press con- 
ference Monday was the first time 
a human pregnancy had been ach- 
ieved from a frozen embryo, alt- 
hough the technique had been 
used with animals. 

The breakthrough was made by 
Australia's pioneering test tube 
baby research group based at 
Monash University and the Queen 
Victoria and Epworth hospitals in 
Melbourne. 

The woman, who has not been 
identified, is now 14 weeks pre- 
gnant. Ail tests so far have shown 
the foetus is normal and healthy, 
said the team's scientific director. 
Dr. Alan Trounson. 

Two other women are waiting 


to discover if they are also pre- 
gnant with previously frozen emb- 
ryos, he added. 

Dr. Trounson said the woman's 
fallopian tubes were blocked, pre- 
venting a normal pregnancy. Four 
eggs were removed,- fertilised in a 
test tube, and three were later 
reimplanted. The fourth was fro- 
zen at minus 196 Centigrade. 

The woman became pregnant 
but miscarried after eight weeks. 
The team thawed the remaining 
embryo which had been stored in 
liquid nitrogen for four months 
and implanted it. 

The only damage suffered dur- 
ing storage was tbe penetration of 
two of the embryo’s eight cells by 
ice crystals. 

Dr. Trounson said: “ It is known 
that with a mouse you can cause 
damage to quite a lot of cells and 
still get formation of a normal 
embryo."

When you learn to play 
bridge, you are taught many 
general principles. But it is 
wise to remember that those- 
principles are just guidelines 
— individual cases sometimes 
require unusual treatment. 

North had a choice of two 
actions after his partner 
opened the bidding with two 
no trump— a slightly ag- 
gressive raise to three no 
trump in the hope that part* 
ner could use his six-card 
suit, which was North’s 
choice, or a pass. There was 
no point in introducing the 
diamond suit, because an 
11-trick contract was almost- 
surely beyond the limit of the 
combined holdings. 


Declarer was fortunate 
that West had a natural 
spade lead — the contract 
would have foundered had 
the other major been led. 
Declarer won in hand, and if 
he followed one of the basic 
precepts that he had been 
taught, he would have led a 

low diamond toward 
dummy's honors. As tbe 
cards lie, he would have fail- 
ed. East could win the ace 
and shift to a heart. Now 
when declarer finds that 
diamonds do not break, be 
has no time to set up a ninth 
trick before the defenders 
have the hearts established. 

But declarer had available 
a pretty counter. At trick 
two be led the king of 
diamonds. East could not af- 
ford to win this trick. If he 
did and shifted to a heart, 
declarer would simply win 
and duck a diamond. East 
would win and return 
another heart, but now 
declarer could take four dia- 
mond tricks to bring his total 
to nine. 

So East was forced to 
duck, but that proved to be 
no better. Declarer needed 
no more than one diamond 
trick and the tempo. He aban- 
doned diamonds and went 
after clubs, and he was one 
step ahead of the defense. 
West took the king of clubs 
and shifted to a heart, but it 
was too late. Declarer won 
and forced out the ace of 
clubs, and he bad ninp tricks 
via three spades, two hearts, 
a diamond and three clubs. 


1 killed in ferry fire 


STAVANGER, Norway (R) — A 
Czechoslovak-born man died 
early Tuesday in a fire aboard the 
Norwegian car ferry Bolero off 
southern Norway, police said. 

The other 364 passengers and 
65 crew were evacuated and bro- 
ught to towns along the south 
coast of Norway, they said. One 
passenger was suffering from 
smoke inhalation and a second 
had suffered a heart attack, they 
added. 

The U, 350-ton Bolero, owned 


by Fred Olsen Company of Oslo, 
was sailed by the remaining crew 
to Eger5und at Norway’s southern 
tip. Tbe vessel was reported to be 
listing as a result of water used to 
bring tbe flames under control. 

Police said the fire started in a 
container load of aluminium waste 
being carried on the car deck. 

The ship was on its way from 
Stavanger to Kristian sand and 
(ben across the Skagerrak to Hir- 
tshals. Denmark, when the fire 
broke out. 


Chinese Communist Party 
leader due in Bucharest 


VIENNA (R) — China’s Com- 
munist Party chief Hu Yaobang is 
expected in Romania Wednesday 
for a visit seen by Western dip- 
lomats both as part of a Chinese 
offensive to widen contacts with 
Eastern Europe and as a boost for 
Mr. Hu’s international prestige. 

In his first trip outside Asia 
since he took over the post of 
party secretary-general two years 
ago. Mr. Hu will also go to nei- 
ghbouring Yugoslavia, spending 
about five days in each country. 

Two members of his delegation 
will visit other East European 
countries later in the month. 

Vice-Foreign Minister Qian 
Qichen, Peking's representative at 
Sino-Soviet normalisation talks, 
will go to Hungary, Poland and 
East Germany. A senior foreign 
ministry official, Ma Xuhseng, will 
visit Bulgaria and Czechoslovakia. 

Western diplomats said these 


trips seemed to signal the res- 
umption of a political dialogue 
with Moscow’s allies in East Eur- 
ope, in parallel with efforts tow- 
ards a Sino-Soviet reconciliation. 

In an interview with the New 
China News Agency (NCNA) 
published in Tuesday's Bucharest 
newspapers. Romanian President 
Nicolae Ceausescu said Mr. Hu 
could expect an enthusiastic we I-' 
come. 

Mr. Ceausescu, the only Soviet 
bloc leader maintaining normal 
state and party relations with Pek- 
ing. described Mr. Hu's visit as an 
important landmark, and said he 
foresaw “lofty prospects" for the 
future. 

Romania, which strikes a non- 
conformist posture in foreign pol- 
icy among the Soviet Union’s all- 
ies. and non-aligned Yugoslavia 
are China's best friends in the 
area. 


Polish riot police on alert 


WARSAW (R) — Two days after 
May Day street clashes in War- 
saw. security forces again moved 
in strength into the capital's old 
town T uesday to guard against dis- . 
turbances on constitution day. 

Patrols of police, riot-control 
units in fatigues and khaki- 
uniformed soldiers mingled with 
groups of plainclothes police in 
narrow cobbled streets and castle 
square. • 

The square and streets leading 
to the district were sealed off in 
preparation for an official cer- 
emony at the castle to mark the 
anniversary of Poland's first dem- 
ocratic constitution in 1791. 

Columns of security force veh- 
icles, including water cannon, 
stood by in neighbouring streets. 


Underground leaders of the 
banned Solidarity union, who cal- 
led the demonstrations on Sun- 
day. have told supporters not to 
take part in any street rallies Tue- 
sday but the authorities were cle- 
arly taking no chances. 

Communist leader Gen. Woj- 
dech Jaruzelski was expected to 
be among government and party 
leaders attending the ceremony at 
tbe 18th century royal castle, 
which was restored after being 
destroyed during World War n. 

Tuesday is also a church hol- 
iday. for Mary Queen of Poland, 
in honour of the Virgin Mary, the 
national patron saint. Police were 
expected to be on the alert in case 
of street gatherings after mass 
Tuesday evening. 


Solidarity leader Lech Walesa 
Monday reiterated a call for talks 
with the government bat the aut 
borides have shown no signs of 
contemplating such a radical rev 
ersal of policy. 

Mr. Walesa, once head of the 
now outlawed 9.5-tnillion 
member union which posed one of 
the greatest challenges to com 
munisi rule in East Europe, made 
his latest appeal as he emerged 
from bis shift at tbe Lenin shi- 
pyard in Gdansk. 

He hailed the May Day rallies 
beneath the Solidarity banner as 
successful. “We wanted to show 
the authorities that we exist, that 
they should see our trade union 
and start talking with it," he 
added. 


Poland sacks its best-known film-maker 


WARSAW (R) — Polish aut- 
horities have sacked the country’s 
best-known film director, Andrzej 
Wajda, from his post as director of 
a prominent Warsaw film unit, 
government spokesman Jerzy 
Urban said Tuesday. 

Mr. Wajda, who has received 
international awards for his 
works, had been directing the 
so-called “X" unit since 1 972. 

Mr. Wajda's best-known films 
include “Ashes and Diamonds'", 
about two right-wingers who are 
designated to kill a communist at 
the end of World War II. 

In 19S1 he won the Golden 
Palm award at the Cannes film fes- 
tival with “Man of Iron”, about 
the labour unrest in Poland and 


the emergence of the Solidarity 
movement. 

Mr. Urban said that after con- 
sultations between the culture 
ministry and the Communist Party 
Mr. Wajda and two close ass- 
ociates were fired because of “a 
singular concentration of anti- 
state activity" at bis unit. 

The associates were literary 
director Boleslaw Michalek and 
producer Barbara Pec-Slesicka, 
with whom Mr. Wajda worked 
closely on films he made in Pol- 
and. 

Mr. Urban also said the aut- 
horities were not happy about the 
amount of work Mr. Wajda has 
put in at the unit. His last film. 


Dan ton, was filmed in France and 
he is now working on a West 
German -French co-production 
called “love in Germany” in 
Western Europe. 

The dismissal of Mr. Wajda 
came amid a general crackdown 
by the authorities on cultural ass- 
ociations which they consider 
anti-socialist or which were clo- 
sely associated with the banned 
Solidarity union. 

The Film-makers union, of 
which Mr. Wajda was president, 
has still not been reactivated after 
being suspended with all other cul 
tural associations when martial 
law was declared in December, 
1981. 


Rome Senate leader faces crisis 


ROME (R) — Italian Senate lea- 
der Tommaso Moriino moves into 
the centre of the country’s slow- 
moving government crisis Tue- 
sday when he makes a last-minute 
attempt to avert premature gen- 
eral elections. 

The relatively unknown Chr- 
istian Democratic politician will 
coosult the leaders of all political 
groupings to see whether a gov- 
ernment can be formed to last 
until parliament's mandate runs 
out in June next year. 

President Sandro Pertini defied 
all expectations and asked 57- 
year-old Mr. Moriino to attempt 
the task Monday, just as the cou- 


ntry was preparing for a dis- 
solution of parliament and a gen- 
eral election campaign. 

Most political leaders and 
commentators agreed that Mr. 
Moriino’ s mission was virtually 
impossible and would only delay a 
dissolution by a few days at die 
most. 

“ We are and remain opposed to 
the early closure of parliament," 
Mr. Morlino's own Christian 
Democratic leadership said in a 
statement. “But the situation 
seems to us irreversible at this jun- 
cture,” it added. 

The Socialist Party, which bro- 


ught down Prime Minister Ami- 
ri tore FanfanTs coalition gov- 
ernment try withdrawing its sup- 
port. said it would tell Sen. Mor- 
iino it had not changed its min d on 
the essentials. 

Liberal Party President A Ido 
Bozzi said Mr. Pertini had acted 
“with constitutional correctness, 
albeit at the eleventh hour”, 
while the Communist Party new- 
spaper UNITA said in an editorial 
Tuesday it was no surprised. 

“Anyone who knows the head 
of state's constitutional scruples 
could have seen this coming.” the 
party organ said. 


German sub 
reportedly 

found in 
Caribbean 

LONDON (R) — An American 
diver said Monday he has found a 
World War II German submarine 
at the bottom of the Caribbean 
Sea which he believes contains the 
remains of Nazi officials, gold and 
looted an treasures. 

Rogef Miklos, 41. who formerly 
ran a salvage company in Florida 
but now lives in Europe, told Reu- 
ters he wants to mount an int- 
ernational operation to bring the 
craft to the surface. He is trying to 
interest tbe British government in 
the project. 

Ex-Nazis in Germany, shown 
drawings of the craft, had said it 
was similar to nine submarines 
specially commissioned to take 
high-ranking Nazi officers, gold 
and art treasures confiscated from 
occupied Europe, his wife Susan 
said. 


Argentines determined 
to visit war graves 


BUENOS AIRES (R) -- Rel- 
atives of Argentine servicemen 
killed in last year’s Falklands 
( Malvinas) War stayed at sea Tue- 
sday, hoping to visit war graves on. 
the islands despite a British ban 
and orders to return to the mai- 
nland. 

A reporter aboard an 8,l)00-ton 
freighter carrying 47 relatives said 
by radio early Tuesday the ship 
would remain in the South Atl- 
antic for 48 hours. He said the rel- 
atives still hoped they would be 
allowed to visit war graves at Port 
Darwin on East Falkland Island. 

Argentine naval sources said 
the captain of the freighter Lago 
La car had instructions to go no 
further than Monday's official 
rememberance service at sea and 
was supposed to turn around 
immediately and head back to 
Buenos Aires. 

Britain has refused to let the 
ship enter tbe 400-kilometre exc- 
lusion zone it declared around the 


islands after Argentina invaded 
the Falklands in April last year. 

But Osvaldo Destefanis, who 
organised the voyage of the Lago 
Lacar, told Reuters by ship’s radio 
he was trying to make a direct tel- 
ephone appeal to British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher to 
allow the visit to go ahead. 

Mr. Destefanis managed to get 
through to 10 Downing Street, 
Mis. Thatcher’s official London 
residence. Monday but was div- 
erted to the Foreign Office. 

The reporter on the freighter 
said Mr. Destefanis would try 
again Tuesday and would also tel- 
ephone the Vatican to seek Pope 
John Paul’s help. 

The Lago Lacar was near Pue- 
rto Madryn, just south of the Arg- 
entina's Valdes Peninsula, early 
Tuesday, the reporter said. It 
would stay there for the next 48 
hours to await Britain's response 
to Mr. Destefanis’ appeal. 


Scepticism faces IRA’s claim to have stopped ‘kneecappings’

BELFAST — A statement that 
the Irish Republican Army (IRA) 
in Northern Ireland has stopped 
its “kneecapping” punishment 
shootings of young delinquents 
has fuelled speculation that the 
Republican movement is trying to 
improve its image. 

The statement about the pra- 
ctice of shooting offenders in the 
leg was made tty Martin McG- 
uinness, a leading member of Sinn 
Fein, the political wing of the 
IRA, at a ceremony earlier in 
April. 

He said the IRA, fighting to end 
British rule in Northern Ireland, 
was now pursuing more socially 
involved and “preventive" met- 
hods of dealing with people it con- 
siders to be delinquents. 

The number down 

There has been no official con- 
firmation of this from the IRA, 
but according to police the num- 
ber of kneecapppings was already 
down this year before the sta- 
tement by Mr. McGuinness. Only 
13 were recorded up to the end of 
March, compared with a normal 
average of 80 a year and a 1975 
high of 189. 

Since Mr. McGuinness’ sta- 
tement there has been one rec- 


orded Republican kneecapping 
but this involved a 40-year -old ■ 
man and police are still inv- 
estigating tbe circumstances. 

Kneecapping has been used on 
young rule-breakers since the 
start of the sectarian troubles in 
Northern Ireland in the early 
1970s although the practice as a 
methods of internal IRA pun- 
ishment dates back to the 1920s. 

■ During the troubles tbe IRA 
has increasingly taken over the 
role of “community police” in 
hardline urban Catholic districts 
where the mainly Protestant pol- 
ice are regarded as a hostile force. 

900 victims 

IRA sources said victims, some 
900 in the past 10 years, bad been 
mainly youths thought to have 
been repeatedly involved in com- 
mon crime. Most were Rep- 
ublicans although Protestant vig- 
ilante groups also indulge in the 
practice. 

The victims are scarred for life 
but few suffer serious permanent 
disability thanks in part to the 
skills of surgeons at Belfast's 
Royal Victoria Hospital. How- 
ever, in a few cases joints have 
been damaged, crippling the vic- 
tim for life. 

Some victims have been able to 
walk to hospital. In one mass kne- 
ecapping. victims were reported to 


have all been given a coin to use to 
telephone for an ambulance. 

Political role 

The public claim that kne- 
ecappings are over has led to spe- 
culation that the IRA is trying to 
improve its image at a time when 
Sinn Fein is increasing its role in 
politics. 

Last November Sinn Fein won 
five seats, taking 10 per cent of the 
vote, in elections for the Northern 
Ireland assembly although they 
have refused to take up their seats. 

More recently the fust Sinn 
Fein local government councillor 
for 60 years was elected in Omagh 
County and the party plans to con- 
test at least 13 of the 1 7 Northern 
Ireland seats at the next British 
general elections. 

However. Sinn Fein has said it 
would also boycott the Wes- 
tminster Parliament as it does not 
recognise London's authority over 
Northern Ireland. 

IRA sources deny any con- 
nection between kneecapping and 
political events. They say internal 
debate on the practice has been 
going on for five years and there 
■was a widespread feeling it had 
outlived its usefulness. . 

Admittedly crude 

Tbe organisation recognised 
that kneecapping was a crude 


method of dealing with what was 
essentially a social problem, but 
had been forced into it by the fai- 
lure of the authorities to face up to 
the Catholic community's rej- 
ection of the police, the sources 
said. 

Sources close to the IRA said 
most of the youths turning to 
crime were unemployed, bored 
■and alienated. What was needed 
was to raise their social and pol- 
itical awareness rather then to 
■punish them. 

One IRA idea appears to be 
.bringing the young offenders in 
front of community rep- 
resentatives so that they can see 
the trouble they are causing and 
give a personal undertaking to 
behave better in future. Sources 
said the IRA was also trying to set 
up more youth clubs in deprived 
areas. 

According to an article last year 
in the Sinn Fein weekly Rep- 
ublican News, kneecapping had 
proved to be only a short-term 
deterrent at best and sometimes 
counter-productive. 

It said some young offenders 
had been kneecapped two or three 
times and scars on the legs had 
become a qualification for mem- 
bership of some youth gangs. 

‘Better the IRA’ 

One youth was quoted as saying 
that for some offences it was bet- 


ter to be caught by the IRA than 
by the police. 

“For stealing cars, if you get 
arrested you’re going to get about 
one to three years: If you’re done 
• by the IRA, you're in hospital for 
about three weeks and you're out 
again,” he said. 

However the sources said the 
IRA was under great pressure 
from the Catholic ghetto com- 
munities to continue kneecapping 
as a means of keeping civil order. 

“The IRA is extremely con- 
cerned with this preference for 
kneecapping by the community 
but recognise it as a product of the 
establishment's preoccupation 
with punishment rather than the 
rehabilitation of offenders,” Rep- 
ublican News wrote. 

Some people, including out- 
spoken Catholic priest Father 
Dennis Faul, see kneecapping as 
part of the IRA’s battle for control 
of the Catholic community, parr 
ticularly against the breakaway 
Irish National Liberation Army 
(INLA). • 

Meanwhile a member of the 
moderate. Catholic Social Dem- 
ocratic and Labour Party, Mary 
!Muldoon, said the claim that kne- 
ecapping was ended should be tre- 
ated with contempt. 

What was needed was not a 
reduction in the IRA’s “barbaric 
behaviour”, she said, but “an end 
to ad their murderous activities.” 



Iranian communists 
told to come out 


LONDON (R) — The com- 
mander of Iran’s revolutionary 
guards corps said Monday aU 
members of the Tudeh (Com- 
munist) Party should identity 
themselves immediately and rep- 
ort to the guards, Iran's national 
news agency IRNA reported. The 
call followed a televised con- 
fession Monday night by Tudeh 
Secretary-General Noureddin 
Kianouri that he had spied for the 
Soviet Union. Revolutionary gua- 
rds commander Mohsen Rezaie 
was quoted by IRNA as saying the 
guards were in control of the sit- 
uation and no one else should 
make arrests. 

Tornadoes kill 6 
in 2 U.S. states 

CHATAUQUA, New York (R)

Ohio and western New Y ork state. 
Ohio was the worst hit, with a cas- 
ualty toll of at least four dead and 
23 injured The winds were acc- 
ompanied by big hailstones and 
more than an inch of rain fell in 
less than 30 minutes at Str- 
ongsville, northeast Ohio, flo- 
oding streets. June Young, 58, was 
killed and her husband seriously 
injured when a tornado lifted their 
car into the air and hurled it over a 
fence as they were driving home. 

Curfew in Punjabi 
town extended 

NEW DELHI (R) — Officials in 
the northern Indian town of Pat- 
iala Tuesday extended a curfew 
imposed Monday after clashes 
between Hindus and Sikhs. A 
shop was set on fire Tuesday mor- 
ning and there were reports of 
stone-throwing in the old quarter 
of the town, the Press Trust of 
India (PTI) news agency reported. 
Six people were injured in the fig- 
hting Monday. A senior police off- 
icer told PTI that over 50 people 
had been arrested . The curfew 
was extended until late Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 

75 killed in 
Bangladesh storms 

DHAKA (R) — Fresh storms 
have lashed parts of Bangladesh 
bringing the death toll to 75 while 
floods have made about 50,000 
people homeless in one district, 
official sources said Tuesday. 
Dhaka weather office said that 
rains were likely all over Ban- 
gladesh until the weekend. The 
death loll rose to 75 when seven 
people were reported killed Mon- 
day in storms that bit Dhaka, 
Comilla and Sylhet. 

3 priests face 
murder charges 

BACOLOD. Philippines (R) — 
Murder charges were filed Tue- 
sday against three Roman Cat- 
holic priests, including an Aus- 
tralian and an Irishman, for the 
killing of a central Philippines 
mayor two years ago, the pro- 
vincial military commander said. 
They were named as Father Brian 
Gore of Perth, Father Niall 
O’Brien of Dublin and Filipino 
Father Vicente Dangan. Col. Fra- 
ncisco Agudon told reporters sim- 
ilar charges had also been filed 
against 12 Filipino church wor- 
kers. The charges were filed in 
court in Kabangkalan. a mou- 
ntainous region south of here, 
where Gore and O'Brien had been 
parish priests for more than 10 
years. Provincial chief prosecutor 
Rodolfo Herman said several wit- 
nesses identified the three priests 
as having planned the ambush- in 
1981 of Pablo Zola, Mayor of 
Katankgalan. a town 560 'kil- 
ometres southeast of Manila.
